With a cheery- word he greeted a few 
newspaper men and-others who had-got 
wp in the dark to’ see him off.- Fur- 
“capped and coated he jumped up into the 
peat besides the driver, stowed his 


* brother and his valet into the inside of 


the car and waved good-bye to Paris. 

His visit to the United States, he says, 
is: going to be -unofficial, and certainly 
its commencement was so. At 10 o’clock 
he arrived at Havre, fresh and vigorous 
from his run through the Autumn air, 
nd he was striding along the deck of 
the. Paris before half of the ‘citizens 
of this city had crawled out of bed to 
“begin the celebration of Armistice Day, 
@ holiday which the old ‘traveler gave 
them four years ago. 

' During these last days the former 
“Premier has been very uncommunicative 
, to the press, but to his friends he 
* talked of nothing else than this voyage 
he is taking. He thinks it is one of the 
biggest things in his life and almost 
certainly his last great undertaking. 

‘“*My head is as sound as ever,’’ he 
gaid the other day, “‘ but I am-conscious 
that this trip is likely to be my very 
last public appearance. All those stories 
about my coming back into politics and 
entering the Chamber are just moon- 
shine.. Some people seem to be afraid 
of my coming back, but they need not 
worry. They are frightening themselves 
with thelr own inventions.”’

‘MULCTS SEWER ABUTTERS. 


Judge Decides They Are Liable for 
Classon Avenue Improvement. 


In an opinion handed down yesterday 
‘In the Supreme Court. in Brooklyn, Jus- 
tice James C. Cropsey decided that the 
city is liable for only one-tenth of the 
cost of construction of the Classon Ave- 
nue sewer, and that the property own- 
ers benefited by the improvement ,must 
pay the rest. It was the contention 
of the property owners that the city 
should be compelled to pay two-thirds of 
the cost. 

The decision of Justice Cropsey takes 
@ load amounting to nearly $2,000,000 
from the deSt of the city. The total cost 
of the sewer was $3,254,769.72. 

The Board of Estimate originally .de- 
termined that the assessment should be 
paid for in most part by the property 
benefited by the sewer. A number of 


property owners_then presented a peti- 
fon to the board asking that it recon- 
sider its action and change the plan of 

assessment so that the city should pay 
two-thirds of the cost.- The board grant- 
e request. Controller Charlies L. 
Craig and other city officials refused to 
accept the later ruling on the. ground 
that. the petition was not signed by a 
majority of the property. owners as- 





sessed.

Favors Minehieas Policy. -

“*It is folloy’ not to profit by the les- 
sons of ex lence, as it. would be folly 
to permit the development of militarism 
in America, We only ask the merest 
skeleton of an army, but {t should al- 
waxs be alert, wi é-awake and have 

cient officers, including those of 

the National Guard and Reserves, to 
oe any force that might be required.

The model ‘is now ready for the legs 
and feet. The legs are of wood, turned 
to. the exact size and me of..those of 
a human model, sand-papered’ and‘ pol- 
ished and stained to a color approximat- 
ing that of the enamel so closely that 
the difference is hardly noticeable unless 
the closest. inspection is made.

In the making of the 
wax head the process followed is nearly 
the same as that employed in the mak- 
ing of the body. The features, neck and 
bust are modeled in clay, just as a 
sculptor would model them, from a liv- 
ing model or a copy of a Parisian model 
originally taken from life, or perhaps a 
photograph, whose perfect proportions 
match those of the superb gown her wax 
prototype is going to wear.

Stuart P. SHERMAN, an. accomplished 
and tolerant critic, long damned by. the

one of the latest masterpieces, ‘* Bab- 
bitt,” considers. elaborately The Point 
of View in American Oriticism.” : aie: |: 
the disappearance of the old Federalist 
aristocratic notion of: government by 
“the wise, the good and the rich,” as 
FisHER AMES said, to the Jacksonian 
triumph, the worship of -heroes of 
humble origin, the rule of the average 
man. 
Bret Harte, flattered him. MARK 
Twain, “the. most» original force. in 
American. letters,” was “the greatest 
“booster of the average man that the 
“country ever produced.” Then came 
the present period of Western’ and 
Middle Western biliousness and revolt. 
A big shelf of novels, alt of them“ big,” 


business or professional’manh, ‘with his 
womenfolk. His life is prosperous ‘and 
dréary, varied, in some cases, by alco- 
‘holie =philandering. The writers of 
these novels imagine that the trouble 
with American life is the inherited inhi- 
bitions of “ puritanism.”.

BURNAND OF PUNCH. 


In Sir Hewry Lucy’s. reminiscences of 
FRANK BURNAND, ¢ontributed to The 
Cornhill Magazine, there are glimpses of 
famous wits and writers, revelations of 
the methods of BURNAND in conducting 
Punch for forty-four years, a number of 
his breezy letters and a brief record of a 
friendship of more than a generation. 
But there are no examples of the ed- 
itor’s humor. Sir HENRY Bays. of this 
omission :* 

BURNAND was at his best at the weekly 

Punch ‘dinner, where, with an audience 

few but fit, he rollickéd his way through 

the evening. I have often regretted that I 

never made a note of his good things; I 

suppose the fact is they were so bountiful 

that they were accepted as commonplaces, 


with the assurance that there would be 
plenty more at the next dinner. 


Lucy became contributor and guest in 
1881. He expected a “humble repast 
“consisting of a: joint and vegetables, 
“probably washed down with stout or 
“bitter beer.” It proved to be a 
banquet tor an epicure. But that. was 
“long ago,” says the survivor, The host 
was WILLIAM Brapsury, senior partner in 
the “firm owning Punch, who. thought 
that nothing was: too good for “my 
boys.” -At 8 -o’clock “the cloth was 
“eleared, coffee brought in,. cigars lit, 
“and work began.” The cartoon was 
the great subject of discussion. Sug- 
gestions were welcome. Punch without 
the cartoon would have been unthink- 
able. BURNAND and his staff went into 
earnest conference over it. There was 
always an interval of a week between 
plan and execution. “To look ahead a 
full: week,” ‘says.Sir Henry, ..“:select the 
“ topic which:shall then bé chiefly to. the 
“fore, and treat it-pictorially in accor- 
“dance with the relative circumstances 
* of the hour, is no easy task.” Seldom 
was there a mishap. The worst occurred 
when Punch came out “with a spirited 
“ picture of GorpoN freeing himself from 
** peril at Bhattown. ” He was actually” 
dead.

AN OREGON VENTURE,

PARKMAN said. -in a preface to his

duous quest for fresh tales of 
outdoor sport to ask why a game 
‘go full of thrills and romance as 
horse racing should have inspired so 
few good stories. 

The cry is not a new one, nor Is it 
entirely unjustified. Precious few 
satisfactory stories of the turf have 
been written. One may take issue 
with the veteran trainer who stood 
in Belmont. Park paddock recently 
and declared that no truly great rac- 
ing yarn had been written since 
** "The Look of An Eagie,"’ for he is 
the same trainer whbd has steadfastly 
* maintained that no truly great race 
horse has been foaled since Sysonby. 
His well-known pessimism weakens 
his contentions. Nevertheless, there 
will be more general agreement with 
his literary views than with his as- 
say of horseflesh. 

Now comes a book, ‘‘ Racing in 
America, 1866-1921,"" by W. S. -Vos- 
burgh, and it is recommended to the 
editor as the best available answer 
to his question. A trip through the 
vivid, kaleidoscopic pages of this rec- 
ord, written by a man who has 
served as racing official for more 
than half the years embraced by it, 
should clarify the problem. The 
trouble is not with the writers, but 
with a public that expects the impos- 
sible. You can almost see the weaver 
of racing yarns close this book with 
finality and hear him say: ‘* What 
is the use! If I conjure up a story 
half so romantic as the daily occur- 


Franco - German fighting, ‘‘ L’At- 
taque du Moulin,’’ say—vainly 
hawking it to thé editor of the 1918 
war dispatches! 

Consider, for instance, that favor- 
ite theme of the ugly duckling that 
is sold for a song and becomes a 
champion. It has served countless 
writers, and many a rich tale has 
been woven around it. But can one 
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*“*it would have been a mere com- 
Pilation of matters of which I had 
no personal knowledge, but only that 
derived from reading.’ 

He recalis—with pain, to be sure, 
unless race track bands up West- 
chester way were much better then— 
the strains of Offenbach at the first 
meeting at Jerome Park, New 
York’s cradle of racing, in 1866. 
This ground, now the site of the 
Jerome Park reservoir, is hallowed 
to him. So it will be, perhaps, to 
others less well informed, who were 
shouting a few months ago that New 
York had “ finally come into its 
own’ as a breeding State when 
Sally's Alley won the Futurity. For 
hard by the old track was born Aris- 
tides, the first winmer of the Ken- 
tucky Derby, and the same vicinity 
produced Alarm, founder of that 
great line of champions which in- 
cludes Himyar, Domino, Commando, 
Peter Pan, Cap and Bellis, Colin, 
Pennant, Celt, Luke McLuke, Su- 
perman, Péter Quince, Boniface, 
Tryster and Bunting. Finally, in- 
deed! 





of them compare with Mr. Vos- 
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Downtown, the members gathered 
at the “Subscription Rooms,"’ 
where they learned the latest racing 
news ahd made their bets. ‘“ All 
bets were pay or play * * * pay- 
ment was made within twenty-four 
hours, under pain of expulsion."’ 
The Board of Dispute was headed 
by that picturesque figure, Francis 
H. Morris, whose three great mares, 
Ruthless, Relentiess and Remorse- 
less, swept the turf at that period. 
They were all daughters of his old 
mare Barbarity, causing the trio to 
be dubbed ‘“‘ The Barbarous Bat- 
talton.’’ 

Virgil and Eolus were two inter- 
esting horses of the period, both 
having been reclaimed, after con- 
signment to ingilorious ends as 
buggy horses, to found two mighty 
lines of racers. A decade later we 
find their two greatest sons, Hindoo 
and Eole, fighting a historic duel at 
2% miles for the Brighton Cup of 
1882. Hindoo wins it—his last race 





—and the Dwyer brothers, of vivid

memory, clean up again. Mr. Geb- 
hard has thought Eole unbeatable, 
and a bitter controversy ensues. 
The loser says, haughtily: 

“* Come over to the Union Club. I 
will match Eole against Hindoo for 
$5,000 a side to run the race over.” 

But Phil and Mike Dwyer, who 
pride themselves on being no better 
than their neighbors, reply no less 
haughtily: 

** Come over to our butcher shop. 
We will match Hindoo against Kole 
for $10,000 a side to run the race 
over."" 

So much for the Dwyers, and for 
Hindoo. He-never recovered from 
the race, and it is a monument to 
the dominance the two Brooklyn 
brothers held over the turf that, 
when they declared they would run 
no more horses over ‘cup’”’ 
courses, their power was so great 
that the f long-dist races 
were abandoned and are to this day. 

Price McGrath, with his red neck- 
tie and white hat, is summoned to 
tell of Tom Bowling, ‘‘ the greatest 
race horse, sir, that ever looked 
through a bridle.’"" To quote: 

It was McGrath's intention to 
call him Dauphin, “ for,"’ said he, 
** he’s the son of a king (Lexing- 
ton)—a king among horses, and 
his sire’s successor as America’s 
greatest race horse.’ But the 
French cut up so badly in and 
after the Franco-Prussian War, he 








named him Tom Bowling. When 
ex-Vice President John C. Breck- 
inridge saw him he told Mc- 

Grath the colt would do for a 
quarter or a half mile, but never 

would stay a mile. 

“If that’s the case I'd better 
cail him Breckinridge,"’ returned 
McGrath, ‘*‘ for you beat Bob Let- 

‘cher for Congress—that’s one 
quarter; then you beat Leslie 
Combs—that’s another quarter; 
you won the Vice Presidency— 
that’s three-quarters. But when 
you ran for President, you couldn’t 
stay the distance! "’ 

It would be. interesting to know 
how this fell on the ears of the gen- 
tle Kentuckian. It must have gone 
deep, and he was not the type to re- 
spond—thought he might have— 
that if Tom ever went into a race 
against a Lincoln, with a Douglas to 
cut out the pace, he could return to 
the judges’ stand without shame for 
the defeat that would certainly be 
his. 

Thus are the affairs of the turf 
traced over half a century. The 
book, which has been published pri- 
vately by The Jockey Club, is intend- 
ed for private distribution, but there 
seems no doubt that a work at once 
so uniqque and so fine will arouse a 
demand that will carry it to the 
public shelves. 

Its author is probably the best- 
equipped man in America for such 
a@ work. Occasionally personal love 
or dislike for a horse seems to have 
influenced him, though very slightly.

HE question of style seems to 
have a similar fascination for 
men of letters as the philce- 
opher’s stone for men of 
science and the fourth di- 
mension for mathematicians. Its es- 
sential nature and its definition 
have been the object of a never- 
ending quest by writers great and 
small, a quest which, while it has 
ended with apparent satisfaction to 
certain of the seekers themselves, 
never seems to have been conclu- 
sively ended for any one else. While 
it is admitted that many have come 
near to its attainment, those who 
have come after them have remained 
unconvinced of the finatity of their 
discovery. However authoritative 
the name attached to the alleged 
discovery, be it that of Buffon or 
Stendhal, Swift, Voltaire, Flaubert, 
Pater or Stevenson, no one secms 
willing to accept it for himself as 
the whole truth, as ‘‘the last 
word.”"’ Each new generation, in- 
dced, seems to feel it necessary to 
go on the quest for itself, for, as 
Pater said, ‘‘ the scholar will still 
remember that if ‘ the style is the 
man,’ it is also the age.’’ The 
latest adventurer, Mr. Middleton 
Murry, is well aware of this, and 
very sensibly remarks at his outsci, 
** Who has ever said the last word 
on a problem of literary criticism? 
And do we even want the last word 
’ gaid?’’ adding, further, 
expounding a doctrine; I am en- 
gaged in a yoyage of discovery.’’ 
Whether or not Mr. Murry’s own 
conclusions, tentative conclusions, 50 
to say, as he would have us regard 
them, will be more generally ac- 
cepted as decisive than those ar- 
“rived at before is really no great 
matter. We may be sure that other 
volumes and essays on the subject 
will continue to be written by others 
who fee] that, after all, the achieve- 
ment was reserved for them. But, 
however that be, there can be no 
question that Mr. Murry’s record 
of his ‘‘ voyage of discovery’ is 
very attractive reading and that, if 
he has done nothing more, he has 
reduced to order much loose thinkin 
on his subject, “ made a little clear- 
ing,” to employ his own phrase, 
“in the jungie "’ of confusions that 
has come to surround it, The central 
** problem ”’ of style, of course, is: Is 
there such a thing as ‘‘ style ” in the 
abstract? or are there only ‘‘styles,"’ 
characteristic of individual writ- 
ers? Mr. Murry begins his attack 
on this problem by ‘’ considering the 
way in which the word style is cop.- 
monly used °’: 
I think that I detect at 
Jeast three fairly distinct mean-

First, “I know who 


bombastic; you may even call hi 
farcical; but one quality outweighs 
his bombast, his savagery and his 
farce—he has style." 


Commenting on the first statement, 
Mr. Murry says: ‘‘ To say that a 
writer has a style in this sense of 
idiosynctasy is by no means neces- 
sarily to praise him. The individual- 
ity of Meredith's style is undeniable; 
there is a growing body of opinion 
that it was not a good one.’’ Com- 
menting on the second statement, 
Mr. Murry says: ‘‘ The word is used 
of the technique of expression * * * 
‘the power of lucid exposition of a 
sequence of ideas.’’ Commenting on 
the third statement, Mr. Murry says: 
** When we say that Marlowe had 
style, we are referring to a quality 
which transcends all personal idio- 
synicrasy, yet needs—or seems 

need—personal in order 
to be manifested. Style, in this abso- 
lute sense, is a complete fusion of the 
personal and the universal. A great 
writer is never more intensely and 

y himself than in his 


greatest passages; to use a vaguely’ 


metaphysical phrase, absolute style 
is the complete realization-of a uni- 
versal significance in a personal and 
particular expression.’’

chapters: ‘* The Meaning of ‘Style,"’ 
‘* The Psychology of Style,”’

Bible; and the Grand Style.’’ Origi- 
nally lectures, delivered at Oxford, 
at the invitation of Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh, who bas adventured on the 
game quest in a well-known essay, 
the chapters gain, I think, rather 
than lose, er the fact of 


enforcing a clearness and familiarity 
of exposition not so necessary in an 
essay meant primarily to be read. 
Mr. Murry'’s own style is admirably 
suited to his purpose, being scrupu- 
lously ‘clear and free from vague 
phrases, but illuminated also by a 
vivid metaphonic quality of great 
ilhustrative service in dealing with so 
abstract and elusive a subject. Such 
a subject can only be handled fruit- 
fully by a writer who is himself pos- 
sezsed of the poetic imagination. 
While subjecting various famous epi- 
grammatic definitions of style to the 
severest analysis, that nothing but 
their exact meaning may be dis- 
played, stripped of mere rhetoric or 
wit, Mr. Murry is no less severe in 
testing and retesting his own apercus 
as he goes along, on his guard lest 
he himself be beguiled into pic- 
turesque generalities, temporarily 
It will be worth while 
to recall some earlier defintions. Of 
these, probably the most often 
quoted is that of Buffon, ‘* Le style 
est l’homme méme,”’ usually, as Mr. 
Gosse has pointed out, a little dis- 
torted from its original meaning, 
though perhaps to its general use- 
fulness, into “ style is the man.’’ 
Schopenhauer’s definition, ‘* style is 
the. physiognomy of the soul,’’ means 
very much the same thing.. Swift's 
** proper words in proper places *’ in 
some degree anticipated Filaubert’s 
“*le mot juste,’ that one unique 
word which he martyrized himself in 
seeking. Stevenson insisted on the 
value of verbal sound as the basis of 
style: ‘‘ Each phrase in literature is 
built on sounds,-as each phrase in 
music consists of notes." Pater laid 
great streas on the architecture of 
writing: ‘* That architectural con- 
ception of work, which foresees the 
end in the .”"" adding ‘‘ The 
term is right, and has its essential 
beauty, when it becomes, in a man- 
ner, what it signifies, as with the 
names of simple sensations. To give 
the phrase, the sentence, the struc- 
tural member, the entire composi- 
tion, song or essay a similar unity 
with its subject and with itself; style 
is in the right way when it tends 
toward that.”

satisfactorily comprehensive on the 


subject of style has been written, 
except that defintion by Stendhal, 
which Mr. Murry thus translates: 
“ Style consists in adding te a given 
thought all the circumstances calcu- 
lated to produce the whole effect 
that the thought ought to produce.’’ 

This definition of Stendhal’s is one 
which Mr. Murry finds the most sat- 
isfactory, particularty because it 
** formulates the problem as it pre- 
sents itself to the writer,"’ that is, 
the man who writes, rather than ‘the 
reader; and he also finds this defini- 
tion the most useful as a sort of text 
from which to start his own reflec- 
tions on the problem. A few of his 
comments upon it will best illustrate 
his method: 

Stendhal was a very peculiar 
writer Indeed. He wrote two of 
the greatest of all French ‘novels; 
yet his style—in the most familiar 
sense of the word—was non-exist- 
ent. It is absolutely bare, and in 
many ways astonishingly careless. 
* * * I-do not think that any one 
has ever more resolutely red 
the art of writing to essentials 
than Stendhal, He had an analyt- 
ical and critical mind; there wus 
some reason to expect that he 
would give us the best of all the 
definitions of style. He did so.

MAGINATION is inherent in 
true poetry, as fragrance in 
good wine. Hoth are heady, 
exhilarating, both tend to give 
@ delight mixed of earth and 

heaven, bringing the gods to you or 
you to the gods. One is forbidden 
to the citizens of this country, who 
must make shift with synthetic in- 
toxicants and home brew if given to 
disobedience. The other is etill al- 
lowed to them, if they may come 
upon it. Poetry, song, be they as 
intoxicating as they may, filled with 
mad beauty and exquisite music, fit 
for Bacchus and his crew rather 
than the sober-sided citizens of a 
respectahle republic, are still per- 
mitted to all. Let us make the bost 
of them while the permission en- 
dures. 

Thoughts like this come into the 
mind as one reads Le Gallienne’s 
latest collection of verse. Not be- 
cause these celebrate the forbidden 
cup, but because beautiful poetry 
wraps one far from a world of rules 
and regulations, frees the spirit and 
sets one on divine heights, with joy 
and thought for companions. Ie 
Gallienne is a master of his art. He 
sets his words with an inerrant feel- 
ing for their worth and their love- 
liness, and his lines move to music. 
You do not meet him at poetry socie- 
ties, but you mect poetry in his 
books. He is a tireless workman at 
his trade, content only to get as 
Close to the perfection he aspires to 
as skill will allow. He has given 
us many poems, many pages of 
prose that we could not easily bear 
to lose. His art is lyric when he 
turns to verse, and he is at his best 
when singing of beauty—be it in 
woman, flower, night or day, the 
procession of the seasons, the trem- 
ulous wonder of dawn—anything in 
this world that stirs the heart with 
its sheer loveliness. He uses the 
consecrated forms because they are 
beautiful, and cares nothing at all 
for rough experiment or awkward 
pose. His subjects are often slight; 
they are never ugly. The humor 
that is an important part of his 
mental being often slips into his 
verse; but it is never allowed to 
dominate, it never laughs at an in- 
opportune moment, never jars the 
gracious lines nor mocks the esthet- 
ic fancy.

Grapes with the same 
exterior, they tell you, have not at 
all the same juice. In squeezing a 
certain small dark blue grape you 
get a dark juice, the very finest for 
** rouge,’’ said an authority. But 
beware the grape that looks the 
same and has white juice. That 
grape gives you an inferior quality. 
To be sure, the *' black juice ’* grape’ 
is the most expensive on the mar- 
ket—-twice the price of other grapes. 
But, assert the West Street epicures, 
it is the best.

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Return of the Tiger

1ST released from a 
prison, a lithe young French- 
man, with a ngrrow black 
mustache and glowing black 
eyes, entered New York 
Harbor twenty years before Bar- 
tholdi’s Statue of Liberty rose from 
Uedlow’s Island, hoping to find here 
the freedom of. conduct -and- speech 
denied to him at home. It was for 
speaking his mind too freely that he 
had been jailed, and he differed from 
most other immigrants in that he 
could speak his mind in English. At 
\7 he ‘had learned the language in 
order to read ‘‘ Robinson Crusoe ’’ in 
the original. 

The young man was to spend four 
years in this country, practicing 
medicine, reading voluminously in 
the old Astor Library—to which, in 
1867, he presented a small volume, 
" De la Géné6ration des Elements 
Anatomiques,"’ his graduating thesis 
~—drinking and talking in a Broad- 
way beer cellar, teaching French lit- 
erature amd horseback riding at a 
girl's academy, winning a wife and 
learning to like pretty nearly every- 
thing around him, except the coffee. 
He was so impressed with American 
commercial opportunities that he 
made a trip as far west as Chicago 
to study them, and probably he 
would have gone into business if war 
had not broken out between France 
and Germany. 

As it was, he became, instead of a 
family physician or a merchant, a 
politician, journalist and duelist; a 
novelist, essayist and playwright; an 
orator, Cabinet maker and destroyer; 
twice a Premier and for a time one 
of the most powerful men in the 
world. * 

Now Georges Eugéne Benjamin 
Clemenceau is to revisit America. 
How different this coming! At the 
firat he was unnoticed and unknown. 
At the second he will be an ac- 
claimed celebrity. At the first a 
tempestuous radical idealist, at the 
second a seasoned and sometimes 
eynical realist. A bald and stooped 
figure in the eighties replaces the 
youth in his twenties. The tended 
mustache has grown scraggly, but 
the eves are as unquenchably bril- 
liant as in his turbulent young man- 
hood. This is the man, best known 
vy his ominous sobriquet of “* the 
Tiger,’* who is coming from his two- 
room hut in Ia Vendee to purr to} 
America. For his is a mission of} 
persuasion. The destroyer of Min- 
istries would be a builder. He comes 
to heal the invisible breach between 
his beloved France and the America 
he learned to love more than half a 
century ago. 

(f all the distinguished Frenchmen 
who have visited this country in the 
iast ten years none is so distin- 
suished, none so picturesque, none 
famous as the Tiger. And he 
comes not as an official emissary, 
but as a volunteer. not to be cined

There is Cailaux, for instance, 
who gained access recently to the 
{columns of an American newspaper 
to assault Clemenceau’s record and 
character. Caillaux dug up all the 
charges, apparently, that ever had 
been made the politician ; 
that he had ‘* mysterious reiations 
with a shady dinancier, who subse- 
quently subventioned his newspa- 
per”; that he was a ‘‘ harsh genius 
of destruction,’’ that he had ‘‘ placed 
himself in the first row of the demi- 
gods in the swelling of immeasurable 
pride by which he is devoured ”’: 
that he had permitted the killing of 
two French Generals of the regular 
army during the Commune. 

When an officer of the War Coun- 
cil expressed doubt of Clemenceau’s 
truthfulness in denial of that charge 
about the death of the two Generals 
a duel resulted. After the officer 
had fired his shot—and missed— 
Clemenceau said: ‘‘ I will spare 
your life because you are an officer 
of France. I will merely break your 
leg above the knee. It is less dan- 
gerous to be wounded there than be- 
low the knee.”’ 

And his bullet broke the bone 
above the knee. 

But even if dueling were not obsv- 
lete, the Tiger could not challenge 
Caillaux. The code would not per- 
mit it. Let us see: 

In 1917 Joseph Caillaux was in 
Rome, and he made this prophecy: 

“Briand [then Premier] will fail 
and go; there may be another; and 
then will come Clemenceau. He will 
try, and will fail. And then—then 
I will come.” 

If Clemenceau had failed, and Cail- 
laux had become Premier of France, 
Germany could have dictated her 
own terms of peace. Instead, Cle- 
menceau lifted the nation from the 
depths of despair and defeatism into 
which it had fallen, sent Caillaux to 
prison for treating with the enemy, 
and was hailed as the savior of his 
country. There comes to mind an- 
other idol of France who became her 
savior, to quote de Quincey, during 
a “universal prostration of mind 
that laid France on her knees, as 
before the slow unweavingeof some 
ancient doom.” And there comes to 
mind a certain Bishop of Beauvais, 
a Frenchman like Cailiaux, who sold 
out to the enemy and sent that 
savior of his country to the stake. 
The parallel between Caillaux and 
the Bishop of Beauvais is even more 
apparent than the parallel between 
Clemenceau and Jeanne d’Are. At 
any rate, Clemenceau must find the 
attack on the eve of his visit be- 
neath an answer.

destruction. That philosophy, if it 
; were accepted, might almost become; 
the apologia of the Tiger, in whom| 
(the passion of vitality burns, after 
fourscore ‘years, almost inextin- 
guishably. He has destroyed; he 
lives. And his later life has given 
to France more than all he has 
destroyed. ° 

As a writer, if nothing more, Cle- 
menceay is a figure by no means in- 
considerable. “Les Flus forts,” 
his only novel, to be sure, attracted 

no attention when KR was 
published in 1898; but after he” be- 
came famous it was revived and sold 
twidely. It was ever filmed, and the 
first scenario was the occasion of one 
of his famous outburets of temper. 
Any one who has seen the screen 
version of ‘“ Without Benefit of 
Clergy."" (which Kipling probably

cases; but that brought him no fame 
with the Russian peasants, and the 
peasants are S5 per cent. of Russia. 
It is they, not the workers, who re- 
quire a ** Little Father “’.of sorts to 
lead them, and a iabor lawyer was 
not their idea of a proper “ Little 
Father.’* 

The Communist group which 
picked up the wreckage of govern- 
ment in Russia after the Kerensky 
débAcle in November, 1917, was, for 
a while, in danger of falling into the 
same error of giving the Russian 
peasant no outstanding figure to 
visualize as leader of new Russia. 11 
was circumstance rather than the 
genius of the Bolshevist leaders that 
repaired the initial mistake. Food 
had to be found for the cities, and 
as the peasants had the food the 
peasants had to be reached, some- 
how. Nikolai Lenin was the least 
doctrinaire of .the Communists, the 
expounder who presented the aew 
theories of government in the sim- 
plest terms: It was thereforc Lenin, 
speaking a language that the Rus- 
sian masses could comprehend, who 
began to stand out in popular esteem 
above Trotzky and Bukharin and 
Zinoviey and Radek. Gradually, his 





portrait flanked by the bushy fea- 


tures of Karl Marx appeared in pub- 
lic meeting places all over Russia, 
where once the bearded face of Nik- 
alai Alexandrovitch Komanoy was 
wont to hang—Lenin with his hands 
in his pockets, a cap on the back of 
his +jead, looking like a_ villuge 
schoolmaster. 

Plainly a man of the people, Lenin. 
He was not a Jew. He had never 
been a landowner. He was 4 small

And so a legend grew up about } 
Viadimir Llyitch Ulianov, whose po- 
litical name is Nikolai Lenin. And 
Lenin, being a simple man, any- 
how, and much too busy to have 
PphotograpMs taken on every occa- 
sion, unconsciously heiped along the 





What 
those who promulgated thia little 
idea failed to understand was that 
there was no longer any Lenin to 
supplant; the system he had created 
had already supplanted him. Lenin 
Was no longer necessary to the con- 
tinned functioning of the Russian 
Soviet Republic. 

It was over a year ago that the 
Russian leaders, Lenin among them, 
tock stock of the situation and faced 
the possibility of something happen- 
ing to Lenin. They decided then 
that. were he to die, to tide over 
they would simply announce that he 
was ili, and little by little, without 
fuss or feathers. his various func- 
tions would be taken over by others 
until nobody missed him any more. 
Then his death would be announced

legend by not making himself too 
visible. Iifis wounding at the second 
Social Revolutionist attempt to as- 
sassinate him in 1918 contributed to 
the legend. 

Admittedly, too, Lenin stood in a 
class apart among the capable fig- 
ures which, one by one, emerged 
from the caldron of revolution as 
time went on. He held the balance 
between the radical views of Trotzky 
and the relatively conservative ideas 
of Krassin and Tchitcherin. With 
the hammer of party discipline he 
forged unity among his colleagues of 
the Council of People’s Commissars, 
and, with unity, system and purpose 
appeared; and within Russia, as 
without, the credit went to Lenin. 

A part of the credit was the 
just due of Lenin, it must be grant- 
ed. But there is something to be 
said for the submission of the others 
to the discipline of the Communist 
Party, which made them accept 
their respective jobs without ques- 
tion. Had Trotzky been a Stanton, 
Lenin might have essayed the réle of 
a Lincoln in vain. Last Summer it 
was whispered about Europe that 
Trotzky was going to make an at- 
tempt to.supplant Lenin as the out- 
standing Russian leader, and there 
were many who claimed that, with 
the Red Army solidly behind him, 





and he would be given a great fu- 
neral—and live on in the hearts of 
the Russians as the legend he would 
have become. 

That was the plan—a practical 
plan to anticipate a practical emer- 
gency. And when Lenin went under 
the knife last April that was the pro- 
gram. He was not at once replaced 
anywhere, und his status was (and 
still is) simply that of Prime Min- 
ister on leave of absence. The de- 
crees of the Council of People’s Com- 
missars—-the Cabinet — were signed 
by A. Tsurupa, the Vice Chairman, 
as ‘‘Acting Chairman,'’ and counter- 
signed by the Georgian, Enukidze, 
as Executive Secretary. The resvlu- 
tions of the STO (the initials of ‘‘So- 
viet Truda y Oboronoe '’—Council of 
Labor and Defense), of which Lenin 
was Chairman also, which is, in a 
way, the government within the 
Government of Russie, were signed 
by Professor A. Rykov, the Vice 
Chairman of that body and Lenin’s 
intimate and trusted friend. But 
what was decided by the ‘‘ Sovnar- 
kom '"'— the Council of People’s 
Commissara—was not decided by the 
Tsurupa at all, but by Tchitcherin, 
and Krassin, and Trotzky, and Stalin 
and all the other department heads 
who make up the Rugsian Cabinet; 





and what was agreed by the STO 


Was agreed not by Rykov in the 
least, but by Bogdanov of the Su- 
preme Economic Council, and -So- 
kolnikov. and Krassin, and Lesjhava 
of the ‘' Gostorg’’ (State Import 
and Export Company), and all of 
those who represent business and in- 
dustry in new Russia. 

Professor A. Rykov himself is not 
the sort of a figure that any one 
would ever conceive in the réle of a 
great leader. In the first place, he 
stammers, which, in a lund where 
public speaking is perforce the 
method of carrying ideas to millions 
who cannot read, is something more 
than a handicap. . Moreover, as 
Chairmian of the ill-fated Council of 
Public Economy, he exhibited a want 
of practical sense that might have 
earned him considerable unpopular- 
ity had it not been fomhis known 
personal probity and his reputation 
as an idealist, a dreamer. These 
two things and the fact that he was 
ever Lenin's chosen companion in 
the latter’s journeyings about Rus- 
sia constitute Professor Rykov’s sole 
claim to be considered a power in 
Russia. 

Yet when Lenin’s return to his 
job had been postponed several 
weeks, the press outside of Russia 
began to speak of a _ triumvirate 
erected to fill Lenin's shoes, of 
which Rykov was cited as one. The 
other two were generally given as 
Leo Kamenev—to be distinguished 


efrom General Serge Sergievitch 


Kamenev, the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Red Army—and Stalin, Peo- 
Ple’s Commissar for Small Nation- 
alties. 

So far as Stalin was concerned, 
the idea was preposterots for the 
obvious reason that Stalin is not a 
Russian, but a Georgian. A very 
able man, certainly, and the one to 
whom it is due that the various com- 


ponent parts of what formerly 
the Russian Empire id not fiy 
asunder following the revolution. 


Finland, Lithuania, Latvia and 
Esthonia quit Kussia under pressure 
from Western Europé, and some of 
them—notably Lithuania—are_  al- 
ready beginning to regret it. But 
where the influence of Western Eu- 
rope did not reach, autonomous 
Soviet republics were set up in a 
union with new Russia closer and 
more cordial than ever their reiation- 
ship with Russia of the Czars. 

This was Stalin’s work, and one 
that should recommend him for a 
post with the British Colonial of- 
fice any time he may wish to apply. 
In addition, Stalin is Secretary of 
the Russian Communist Party, and 
has long been a close friend of Le- 
nin’s. But his job with the smalle® 
affiliated nationalities is the field for 
which he is peculiarly adapted and 
there is little danger of his being 
transplanted to another. 

The gradual rise of Leo Kamenev 
to greater responsibilities in Russia 
lent some color to the legend that 
he might be groomed to succeed 
Lenin. The theory was a favorite 
with those who maintained that 
Trotzky would be barred from the 
succession from the fact that Trotzky 
is a Jew. This argument is char- 
acteristic of much of the sheer non- 
sense written and talked about Rur- 
sia; for Leo Kameney is also a Jew, 
whose real name is Rosenfeld, just 
as Trotzky’s real name is Bronstein 
—and Kamenev, moreover, is mar- 
ried to Trotzky'’s sister. President 
of the Moscow State Soviet, a posi- 
tion corresponding to that of Gov- 
ernor, say, of New York, Kamenev 
is a member neither of the Russian 
Cabinet nor of the STO, and so in no 
Position to supplant Lenin at any 
post. . Also in 1918 when Lenin was 
wounded, he acted as nominal head 
of the State, whence in all likelihood 
the story that he had succeeded or 
would succeed Lenin. " 

There is no question of Kamenev‘s 
ability, but he is singularly lacking 
in push and personal ambition. As 
they say in Paris that Aristide 
Briand would be France’s greatest 
statesman were he not her laziest, 
so in Moscow they say that Kame- 
nev has no higher post because he 
wants none. His honors have been 
thrust upon him, and, being an ar- 
dent nist, he has d one 
responsibility laid on him = after 
another until he has reluctantly be- 
come one of the busiest men in Rus- 
sia. As active head of the ‘* Vzik- 
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pomgol '’—-the Al! Russian Central 
Famine Relief Committee — he 
handied three times the funds dis- 
bursed by Hoover in Russia, and 
created an organization for famine 
relief beside which all the American 
relief work done in Russta com- 
bined was merely amateur—and this 
in addition to his regular man’s sized 
job as head of the Moscow State 
Soviet. 

Almost any hour of the night 
passers-by in Tver Square may see 
the lights burning in the windows of 
one room of what used to be the 
Governor General's palace, and 
Kamenev himself sitting behind his 
desk, his blond beard clipped to a 
neat point, his smart silk ** rubash- 
ka,”’ or blouse, carefully pressed; 
somewhat the dandy, never in a hur- 
ry, the easiest man in Moscow to see 
—and yet just old man efficiency 
himself. Once when I was talking 
with him, the telephone on his desk 
kept interrupting us. Kamenev 
quietly reached over and pulled out 
the wall plug, disconnecting the 
phone. 

“* All right,’’ he said,

HAPS no poet ever sought 
a harder audience to please, 
and certainly mone ever 
pleased it better, than Eugene 
Field, the poet of childhood. 
Chicago has just erected a monu- 
ment to him in Lincoln Park, not 
far from the places where he 
wrought sueh exquisite things to de- 
light young fancies. This memorial 
is in the form of an angel hovering 
over two children, sprinkling the 
sand of dreams into their eyes, a be- 
lated honor to the man whose tulla- 
bies have helped put to sleep two 
generations of American children. 

Field’s work is much better known 
than himself. ‘‘ Little Boy Blue” 
has become a classic wherever the 
language has penetrated. But. the 
Field who was a delight in the flesh 
is little more than a shadow now, 
which seems strange to those who 
recall the public interest in him 
when he was the merry minstrel of 
journalism—‘* the Good Knight, sans 
peur et sans monnaie,"’ as he was 
pleased to call himself. 

Field had a way of working that 
was distinctly his own. After he had 
really begun to find a place fdr him- 
self, he used to come down to The 
Morning News office in Chicago 
about 11 A. M. and spend the next 
four hours skylarking with the staff, 
reading the papers. going out to 
lunch, and generally settling down 
for his day’s labor. He occupied a 
little cubby-hole off the editorial 
room, and this sanctum was a place 
worth visiting. Its furnishings con- 
sisted principally of a chair and a 
pine table. Above the table hung a 
piece of tin,and whenever the clatter 
in the city room rose to more than 
the usual pitch Field would hammer 
upon the tin with a ruler, on the 
theory that violence must overcome 
violence. He also used this method 
of summoning office boys. 

Field’s first action on reaching the 
office was to take off his shoes and 
don a pair of big slippers, made on 
the Chinese pattern, without heels. 
In these he would flap about the 
office, or throw his feet on the table 
and begin to write with a pencil on a 
pad held in,his lap. Usually he 
worked in his shirtsleeves, without 
a collar. He had a strangely white, 
ashen countenance, with deep blue 
eyes, surmounted by a big dome on 
a head which once had a thin cover- 
ing of ‘hair but became expansively 
bald. 

A great many writers believe that 
they work best in a certain position 
or according to a certain method. 
One of Field’s daily habits was to 
roll up his trousers half way to the 
knee, where they remained until he 
got ready to leave. He was slightly 
more than six feet tall, but de- 
videdty ped, and Iked with a 








shambling gait calculated to get him 
along with the least possible effort. 
He wore outrageous neckties, his 
clothes never fitted him, and usually 
were of a pattern to inspire wonder. 
Field, above all else, was one who 
joked with life. He had many 
visitors and was enough of an actor 
to understand that they came ex- 
pecting to find something unusual 
in himself and his surroundings. So 
he put on a show for their benefit, 
which often varied in details but was 
always grotesq Alongside the 
piece of tin over his desk he kept a 
collection .of burgiar’s tools for a 
long time and would gravely explain 
that he had these handy against the 
day that he must turn to a better 
means of earning a livelihood. 
- The collection was pieced out, for 
a while, with a convict’s suit, hang- 
ing in the corner, it’s vivid stripes 
a challenge to anybody's interest. 
But Field always avoided the sub- 
ject of the suit, leaving his visitor 
to ponder all the harder. The floor 
of his sanctum sometimes was 
adorned with Indian clubs and 
dumb-bells, giving the impression 
that he frequently exercised, which 
was just the opposite of true, for 
he abhorred such things. But he 
assured all the old maids and rev- 
erend gentlemen who came to see 
him that he detested tobacco and de- 
spised the spirit which cheers, al- 
though the name of Eugene Field 
still is one to rouse respect among 
the good livers of another day. 
Field's copy was carefully cen- 
sored, lest his wit end in a libel suit. 
This chaffed his spirit and he cast 
about for. means to defeat such 
supervision. He held a theory not 
unknown in newspaper offices that 
the editor in charge always uses his 
authority to delete something out of 
every writer's copy. Field hit upon 
the idea of inserting two or three 
paragraphs in his daily column for 
the express purpose of having them 
blue-penciled, with the idea that the 
other things he wanted to get in 
print might slip by. Whenever one 
of these items passed the censor it 
was a day of giee for Field. 
achievement gave him all the thrill 
of a boy who had fooled his teacher. 
Field was always a jester. He 
looked at grave things gayly and 
shook his bells under the nose of 
respectability. Someti his pranks 
were a bit startling, but more often 
of a roguish sort. During his early 
days in St. Joseph, Mo., the got hold 
of a story written by the society edi- 
tor, recounting what probably was a 
t event” for those times 
and parts. The usual list of guests 
appeared at the end of the story, 
where Field added, ‘‘ and last but 
not least the handsome and talented 
society editor of the Gazette, “H.W. 
Burke." 











Carl Schurz came to Missouri on a 
political campaign and Field was as- 
signed to report his swing around 
the circle. He soon-began to Lave 
fun with the serious Schurz. One 
day the speaker was late in arriving 
and the audience began to grow 
restive. Field stepped to the edge 
of the platform and made this an- 
nouncement : 

** Ladies and chentiemens: I have 
such a severe colt dot I cannot 
make me a speedgh tonight, but I 
haf die bleasure to introduce to you 
my prilliant young chournalistic 
gompanion, Mr. Eucheene Fielt, who 
will spheak in my biace.” 

When Schurz arrived a moment 
later the crowd sensed something 
out of the ordinary. Explanations 
had to be made, and Schurz was 
greeted by such laughter as few can- 
didates care to face. The joker had 
disappeared. 

Field's sense of the ridiculous 
often extended to the world’s nota- 
bles. He was in Denver when Oscar 
Wilde came to this country on a 
famous tour. The poet wore extrav- 
agant clothes and did a good many 
other things that aroused public at- 
tention. The day before he was to 
reach Denver, Field appeared in an 
open carriage dressed to look as 
much like Wilde as possible, carry- 
ing a sunflower in his hand. The 
carriage proceeded through the prin- 
cipal streets, with the whole city 
agape at the curb line. Field was 
not recognized, and when the real 
Wilde came to town the next day 
there was more laughter than ap- 
plause. 

Field never spared a sham. He 
made a trip to England and was 
generously entertained. But some 
of the literary folk of London ran 
contrary to his humorous sense. At 
one dinner party a great many ques- 
tions were asked him about America, 
indicating that the guests thought 
of it as some far-away, wild country. 
Nothing could have suited Field bet- 
ter. He assured his listeners that 
he was captured in a tree while 
young and only tamed with diffi- 


The | culty, but through some prehistoric 


link had been able to learn Latin 
and Greek with the greatest facility. 
And he described Chicago as a semi- 
savage place where it was not safe 
to go abroad. Probably no dinner 
company in the world was ever bet- 
ter entertained or came so near to 
hearing what it expected. 

The Field family was of Puritan 
stock, but the poet was a product 
of the Middle West. On the death 
of his mother he was sent to New 
Engiand and fell under the eye of a 
zealous grandmother. She wanted 
him to be a preacher, and set him to 
writing ‘‘ sermons "’ about the age 
of 10, for which he ‘had a standing 
market of 10 cents each. -Looking 
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over one — these sermons the reader. 

der if Field had be- 
gun to ‘pekates his wiles so -early. 
The opening sentence reads this 
way: ‘‘ The life of a Christian is 
often compared to a race that is 
hard, and to a battle in which a man 
must fight hard to win; these com- 
parisons have prevented many from 
becoming Christians."’ 

So many people wrote to Field and 
asked questions about his personal 
life, his likes and dislikes, that he 
prepared what he called his ** Auto- 
Analysis.” Copies were sent to in- 
quirers over his signature. It would 
have been worth while to know 
what they thought of the document, 
a mixture of half-truths and irony. 
Among other things he said that 
“*my favorite flower is the carna- 
tion, and I adore dolls.” He never 
was known to have shown a prefer- 
ence for carnations, and the thought 
about dolls was purely whimisical. 
Another admission nearer the truth 
read: “I greatly love Hans Ander- 
sen's ‘ Tales,’ and I am deeply in- 
terested in folklore and fairy tales. 
I believe in ghosts, in witches, and 
in fairies.” 

One of his principal wishes was set 
down this way: ‘‘ I should like to 
own a big astronomical telescope and 
a@ twenty-four-tuné music box.” The 
further information that ‘‘ I] dislike 
all exercise, and play all games in- 
differently " was wholly true. Much 
more doubtful was the statement 
that “I am extravagantly fond of 
perfumes.” His reputation, especial- 
ly in early life, would belie the as- 
surance that ‘‘I am a poor diner, 
and 1 drink no wine or spirits of any 
kind; I do ‘not smoke tobacco.” A 
gracious touch in the ** Auto-Analy- 
sis” came toward the end: “ It is 
only when I look and see how young, 
and fair, and sweet my wife is that 
I have a good opinion of myself.” 

Printers knew Field for a penman- 
ship that was remarkably clear and 
small. He took a pride in the ap- 
Pearance of his compositions, and it 
was said that he could crowd more 
legible copy on to a page than any 
man Of-his day. After working for 
hours on a “ copperplate” manu- 
script,-as printers call a compara- 
tively perfect screed, Field some- 
times would be seized by that mock- 
ing imp of his, and deliberately 
smear it with blots or fingerprints. 
But his fancy did not stop there. 
He had a rude taste for drawing, 
and illustrated many of his manu- 
scripts and letters. One day he at- 
tended an art exhibition where a 
painter was demonstrating the usc 
of water colors. Field provided him- 
self with a stock of paints and tedi- 
ously set to work learning how to 
use them. In time he was able to 
color his drawings, and fragments 
of his manuscripts are still cherished 
by old printers in the Middle West, 
some of these bits no more than the 
corner of a page. in Field's fine, 
clear manuscript, accompanied by 
an Mustration. 

There was something essentially 
childlike about the poet, especially 
in his enthusiasms. On a certain 
pay-day he chanced upon a man 
carrying a number of butterflies. 
mounted on cards and displayed in 
a small glass case. Field stopped to 
admire their colors. ‘‘ How much 
are they worth? ” the asked. “ Fifty 
dollars,” said the man, and the bar- 
gain was struck. What Field's wife 
said when he reached home has not 
been recorded, but after that his 
salary envelope was sent regularly 
to her every week. He never un- 
dertook to violate the rule agreed 
upon between them, but went to 
great lengths in evading it, repre- 
sented by surreptitious fives and 
tens, wrung from _ stony-hearted 
cashiers. He wrote one such official 
a high-flown bit of verse telling his 
needs, and when he found that the 
cashier had a soft heart for just 
such verse as that, Field besieged 
him with poetic pleas for a “ neces- 
sary five” or an ‘‘ indispensable 
ten.” On one occasion he had a par- 
ticularly hard time getting a ten, but 
finally managed it. A few minutes 
later he was back at the cashier's 
window seeking another banknote. 

** But you just got ten dollars,” 
expostulated the cashier. 

** Well, I met one of my old 
printer boys at the door,” Field con- 
fessed, “‘and he just had to have 
ten,-s0 "I gave him mine. Can't you 
fix a fellow up with another one?” 





Cronies of Field said thai he had 
an inveterate taste for two things-- 
pie and tobacco, in all forms. One of 
his favorite dissipations was hot 
mince pie with melted cheese on top, 
a delectable dish that his wife fre- 
quently used to have ready for him 
when he reached home. 

After success had come to Field 
and he was the proud owner of a 
house in a Chicago suburb he met 
an old newspaper friend in the street 
one day, who remarked that the 
poet was not looking 80 well.

Old Broadway in New

T is joyous to sit in the warm, 
cheery bar of the Adlon these 
chil Autumn evenings and 
watch the prohibition refugees 

roll in. Nightly the thirsty pil- 
xrims throng into this most sumptu- 
ous of Berlin's many life-saving sta- 
tions, bent on tickling their insteps 
once again on the old brass rail that 
is now technically obsolete in Amer- 
ica. 

Here in this capital of a vanquished 
nation, in Berlin-on-the-Spree, real 
American drinks, ancient, some of 
them, as the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, are being sold in the old 
American way to just such patrons, 
with the addition of a few women, 
as one used to find in Perry’s on 
Park Row or Old King Cole’s on 
Forty-second Street. One calls for 
his favorite beverage by its oid 
familiar name, and gets it, too, and 
the labels on the Gordon Gin bot- 
tles were not printed in Jersey City. 

In the Adion the wine list quotes 
you Manhattan cocktails at 120 
marks—something less than a dime— 
while on Manhattan Island itself the 
same drink, when you can get it, 
concocted of synthetic liquor, costs 
the drinker a dollar. Martini, 
Bronx, Cloverleaf, Champagne and 
Old-Fashioned Whisky cocktails are 
on the list, too, at prices ranging up 
to a maximum of something under 
20 cents, and as one runs his eye 
down the long coiumns it pauses 
with a thrill at such items as gin 
sours, silver, golden and claret fizzes 
and passes on to brandy flips. Eyery 
well-loved old name is there, even 
to those of the well-known Collins 
brothers, John and Tom. 

One forgets he is in a foreign land 
when he swings off the broad pavc- 
ment of Unter den Linden, crosses 
the lobby filled with poople from 
every country under the sun, except 
Germany, and ylants himself in a 
corner of the barroom, or alongside 
the magic mahogany counter itseif. 
It is as if the visitor had somehow 
wiped out five years of time and was 
hack in one of the old places that 
used to line Broadway. 

Behind the bar, presiding over & 
sparkling array of glasses and bot- 
tles of ali known shapes and colors, 
is Charley, white-jacketed and diplo- 
matic, and master of all the intrica- 
cies of his profession. Charley used 
to mix cocktails in the Waldorf-As- 
teria years ago. He has been in 
Berlin ten years and he served 
through the war in the German 
Army, but he can discuss with ulti- 
mate authority the relative virtues 
of Irish, Scotch and Kentucky whis 
kies. His assistants are native Ger- 
mans, but their drinking vocabulary 
has been thoroughly Americanized. 

One almost never hears German 
spoken in the Adion bar. The crowd 
in front of its shining rail and clus- 
tered about at the tables in thickly 
upholstered chairs is almost entirely 
American, with a sprinkling of other 
nationalities, chiefly English. Usual- 
ly a group is throwing horses for the 
drinks, a group that wanes and 
grows but never completely breaks 
up throughout the evening. u 
would be a tragedy to have to pay 
for ten drinks in a New York speak- 
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“Charley used to mix cocktails in the Waldorf-Astoria.” 


easy nowadays, but here when ono 
loses he laughs gayly, for a’ round 
hardly can cost him more than a 
doRar; even though Adion prices are 
many times those charged in the 
Places patronized by Germans. 

At one end of the bar the drinkers 
are discussing international politics 
and speculating as to what Mr. 
Lioyd George will do next. The 
correspondent of a London newspa- 
per joins them and engages in a pro- 
longed and serious argument with 
himself as to whether it is too early 
for a cocktail. He finally decides the 
momentous question by ordering a 


whisky and soda—-‘‘ White Horse, if 
you please.”’ 

A commercial man from Chicago, 
in Berlin trying to close a big deal 
with some German interests, is talk- 
ing with some one from a shipping 
house about the latest misfortune of 
M.. Carpentier and the American 
World Series. As they talk they toy 
with James E. Pepper highballs. 

A red-lipped American motion pic- 
ture star flutters in with a great 
swishing of skirts-and consults with 


Charley as to the best brand of 
anisette.

Literature of the Illiterate 


OME well-known man once’ 
said that every human being 
ought to write his autoblog- 
raphy or some form of fiction, 
at least once in his life—not 

for the benefit of the public, but be- 
cause that form of self-expression is 
necessary to man. 

I am sorry I do not remember who 
the man was, for I should like to 
assure him that it is being done. 

Having been manuscript reader for 
@ number of magazines, I have be- 
come absolutely convinced that there 
are not more than five persons in 
America — Canada included -- who 
have not ‘‘ expressed”’’ themselves 
in writing. 

Every one knows the kind of writ- 
ing that is produced by the upper 
and middle classes, 99 per cent. of 
whom, estimating moderately, hope, 
with more or tess persistency, to be- 
come writers. This material is pro- 
duced because the person writing 
wants the social standing and pub- 
tic admiration of an author, and not 
because he has any need to create 
anything. For this reason most of 
this material is so swamped with 
self-consciousness, so vacant of idea, 
so forced in manner, that it not only 
gives nothing to the public, but has 
not even the excuse of having been 
a release for the writer. - 

The other classes are more fortu- 
nate. When they write they get 
something of themselves into their 
story, not because they want to, but 
in spite of themselves. For, having 
less to defend, they are less self- 
protective; and being less conscious 
of their ignorance, they give them- 
selves away without fear. 

The writing of the average middle 
class person is dead. The writing of 
the uneducated is ugly, tiresome, 
stupid, but nevertheless alive. I be- 
lieve, too, that the people of this 
class do get a certain release in 
writing. 

The things one runs across in their 
stories, if written by an educated 
person, would be instantly recog- 
nized and scorned as attempts at 
humor, but by these people they are 
said in all earnestness. 

There is nothing facetious or clever 
abeut Mary, the ironer, who tells the 
story of her wildness and her ulti-+ 
mate fall, when she opens her story 
with these words: ma:

** My (childhood was hard on beth 
me and; my parents.” 

And she is unconscious that she 
gives us the keynote to her ultimate 
fali there. 

Mrs. Lacy says, in picturing to us 
an emotional crisis in her life: 

** My husband went to the window 
and thought. It was a long time 
since he had done that.” 

Far be it from Mrs. Lacy to say, 
if she were asked, that her husband 
was a fool. But wher she is not on 
her guard she gives that fact away 
quite simply. 

Mabel, who is a waitress at 
Blanks’, describes the parlor of her 
home:

E exhibitions opening this 

week in New York indicate the 

frightful odds against which 
. - artists and students of art 
must struggle in the present 
hospitable century. Those happy 
Greeks! They dug deep into their 
own culture and did their own work 
in art. Influences labored toward 
them from other countries. Egypt 
and Persia gave as well as took. The 
Greek sailor cruised about the Black 
Sea, the Mediterranean’ and the 
Adriatic, and stopped at many ports. 
The Athenian considered as his own 
all lands that were cultivated and 
fruitfu). It was a composite culture, 
of course. _But of the conglomera- 
tion that is modern there was not 
a hint. 

Today in America not only news 
of art and reproductions of art tut 
art itself arrives on every ship from 
every land. To receive and absorb 
and unify until his creation is in his 
own likeness is the task of every 
artist. To fuse into a 
background against which each 
newly seen work of art stands clear- 
ly individual is the task of the stu- 
dent. It is a sequel to the old story 
of the hundred years of Europe that 
is better than the cycle of Cathay.

We begin with William Walcot’s 
water colors of Rome and London, an 
exhibition opening tomorrow at the 
Knoedler Galleries. They are the

than most of .his companions and 
has won many a substantial mark 
of recognition with his clever illus- 
trations of the life of the Taos In- 
dian. In painting them he avoided 
recipe and achieved a degree of real- 
ism, together with a greater degree 
of drama—often melodrama—that 
made them ‘cious’ on any ac2- 
demic wali. Technically, they are 
excellent craftsmanship, and in sub- 
ject they invariably are interesting, 
whieh certainly cannot be said of all 
the Taos material. But they told us 
practically nothing about the artist 
except that he, too, was interested 
and was alive to his objective oppor- 
tunity. 

Now he comes forward with a 
group of recent paintings in which 
we seem to detect a more promising 
attitude of mind. His éarlier things 
attracted attention as promptly as 
would a buffalo or a mounted cow- 
boy forging full tilt down Fifth Ave- 
nue. These pictures are not, on the 
whole, so arresting, but your con- 
cern with them lasts longer. There 
is more of Ufer in them, and per- 
haps quite as much of Taos—not a 
formidable, uncompanionable Taos, 
but something of an old home town. 
Here. is a Winter view of it that 
might almost be a Boston suburb 
in its lonely decorum. Here is a 
Summer backyard—one of the best 


dinear designs, by the way, in the 
whole exhibition — showing a com- 
fortable, broad space where one 
could sit and read the Sunday paper 
—all of it. 

Here, against the little gray prayer 
house at Llano Inemado, lean two 
slim figures, clad in pink and black, 
engaged in lively intimate gossip 
and not too saliently detached from 
the rest of the composition. Here 
are glimpses of vermilion roofs and 
cheerful skies and quiet sunlight. 
One picture shows an Indian squint- 
ing in his garden and bending over 
Plants that fill all the space not 
occupied by his bulky figure. He 
also is a part of the composition, 


-and his white shirt is painted with a 


true painter’s gusto for a good thing 
to paint. A pretty little canvas is 
a portrait of a full-breasted Indian 
girl with calm but crooked eyes. 
There are landscapes as quiet and 
uneventful as a Connecticut lane in 
July. There are no harsh vontrasts 
and no forcing of the note. The art- 
ist is_the familiar of the place and 
his showman gesture has been dis- 
carded. 

Of course there is more thun this 
to the exhibition. The drama of na- 
ture itself is not easily suppressed 
in New Mexico, and Mr. (fer is 
happy with it in the scenes of the 
mountain and desert where human 
nature plays its properly inconspicu- 
ous part. For example, this tre- 
mendvus saga of the meeting of des- 
ert with mountain range. The sky 
dissolves in tears and they are the 
tears of a Brunnhilde, no ordinary 
whimper and trickle, but great 
downpouring columns of water de- 
ascending in mass and slashed by 
jagged lightnings. In the foreground 
a little ship of the desert careens 
its way through the tumult. 

In another picture a storm gath- 
ers, the mountains turn pale, there 
are petches of white on the ground 
and between them the gray scrub 
of the pifions; donkeys stand like 
supers in the wings. waiting their 
cue.

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A Physician’s View of Prohibition 


By KURT L. ELSNER, M. D. 


TRANGE to say, as much as 

has been written about prohi- 

bition, pro or contra, very lt- 

tle has been said about one 
side of it, i. e., the harm it 
has done to the beginning self-edu- 
cation of the American people in the 
moderate use of alcoholic drinks. 
Self-education had begun and was 
growing nicely. Its seeds had 
sprouted and were thriving healthily, 
when, like the proverbial fool, pro- 
hibition rushed in and trampled the 
tender plants under foot. 

To iustrate that let us look back 
twenty years. Twenty years ago the 
worst feature of drinking, the treut- 
ing habit, was in full swing. A 
man would enter a saloon wanting 
to drink a glass of beer or two be- 
cause he was thirsty. An hour 
later he went home zigzagging. He 
had found friends in the saloon and 
the saloon etiquette required that 
each in turn should treat the crowd. 
This custom of course was encour- 
aged by the bartender, who was con- 
sidered the arbiter of good manners 
—in the saloon at least. The treat- 
ing habit ted to the downfall of 
mapy a good but weak man. Twen- 
ty years ego also it was not un- 
usual to see flappers take several 
cocktails before dinner, the worst 
possible way to take alcvhol—in 
concentrated form and on an empty 
stomach. And twenty years ago a 
traveling salesman’s usefulness and 
ability to get orders was almost 
equivalent with his capacity for 
drink and to be a good all-around 
fellow. 

All that had changed considerably 
already before prohibition came. 
The treating habit had disappeared 
very much, at least in the East. 


The wild and woolly West might 


have been a little slower to follow, 
but in the end it always takes its cue 
from the East. And it is not as wild 
and woolly, anyway, as the moving 
pictures like to paint it. The East, 
anyway, had become much more 
sober. A man could refuse to drink 
or to treat without being looked on 
as a poor sport and a piker or having 
to mumble something about doctor's 
orders and a weak stomach. It was 
enough™to say that he had had 
enough and he could insist without 
being mobbed on his inalienable and 
God-given right to stay sober if he 
chose so. 

The pre-prohibition flapper was 
demure, almost universally abstained 
from drink and knew nothing of the 
hip-pocket flask. 

“And the traveling salesman who 
knew more about the merits of the 
different brands of whisky than 
about the merits of his merchandise 
had been retired and had become as 
rare as the Dodo. 

The change had been undeniable. 
Everything looked serene and prom- 
ising, and then came prohibition and 
threw us back not twenty, no, at 
least fifty, years. And why? For 
two reasons. : 

The one is that we ali object to 
restraint. Nobody wants to be forced 
to be good. We have come to real- 
ize that this method is not, right 
with children; we rather appeal to 
their sense of honor and fairness, 
to their good heart, pride, ambition, 
&c., in short, to theft good instincts, 
and we “get better results—excep- 
tions, of course, granted. For the 
adults we use the club. They do 
not like it any better than the chil- 
dren, and the results are not better, 
either. 

The other reason for our fall from 
grace is the craving of the average 
mortal to boast of something that 
the others can’t have, be it a pearl 
necklace, a representation at. the 
Court of St. James's, or a jag. When 
everybody can get drunk a jag is 
common, but when liquor is at a 
Premium it is a sign of distinction 
and affluence; it gives class and 
élevates its owner above the common 


Such is the psychology of the 
masses, and for such reasons pro- 
hibition is a psychological mistake. 

The second failure of prohibition 
is its futility. Alcohol can be made 
practically from any fruit or cereal 
by simple fermentation. Judging 


from the number of stills that ex-° 


plode daily, there must be thousands 
of them In New York. And no won- 
der when you look at the profits. A 
short time ago the owner of one of 
these exploded stills, an Italian, was 
found to have deposited §27,000 in 





twenty-seven days. As long as a 
son of sunny Italy can become a 
Croesus according to his standards 
in four weeks and in a manner that 
he does not even consider unlawfui 
and for which the punishment is 
comparatively light, this industry 
will go-on flourishing and whisky 
will be obtainable for anybody who 
has the price. a 
The third weak point of the pro- 
bibitionists is that they grossly ex- 
aggerate the dangers of alcohol. In- 
toxicating beverages have been used 
since times immemorial... The old 
Egyptians already drank becr; there 
is in the Metropolitan Museum a 
toy model of an Egyptian brewery 
4,000 years old. The Jews drank 
‘wine since Noah's times and they 
have not degenerated. If drinking 
were so'dangerous would not the 
human race have perished long ago? 
But history shows, on the contrary, 
that the hardest drinking nations 
have accomplished most, see Eng- 
land, Germany, France, whereas the 
sober ‘Turks have fallen_back, But 
we should differentiate between 
wine and beer on the one hand and 
distilled spirits, like whisky, cognac, 
gin, &c., on the other, and the lat- 
ter should only be used for medici- 
nal purposes. Even so, it cannot 
be said that the progress of the 
United’ States was not very satis- 
factory while whisky flowed freely. 
But the true fact against the ex- 
agecrations of the drys is that there 
always were and always will be peo- 
ple who aré through heredity or by 
temperament inclined to commit ex- 
cesses. Often these are men of 
genius, although it must be con- 
ceded that oftener yet drunkards 
are not geniuses. But such people 
are not entirely normal; they would 
commit. excesses also if alcohol were 
taken away, they would use drugs 
(meaning not only opiates or cocaine, 
but also all kinds of headache pow- 
ders, &c.), or with smoking. And 
as far as injury to health is con- 
cerned, I may state right here that 
I have seen more people's health 
ruined by excessive smoking than 


by drink or drugs. But the drunk-: 


ard ie noisy and boisterous and more 
objectionable and noticeable than the 
otbers and seems therefore larger in 
numbers. But altogether of the 
whole population it is probably less 
than 2 per cent. who are either 
drunkards or drug fiends, exagger- 


ated statements to the contrary not- 
withstanding. The other 98 per cent. 
would never even feel the tempta- 
tion to drink to excess or to use 
drugs if they were imprisoned in a 
whole warehouse full of morphine, 
whisky, wine and cordials. That 
does not mean that the average, nor- 
mal, healtliy person does not like to 
take a drink at times and even 
might get a little jag on speciai oc- 
casions. There is no harm in that. 
An old song goes: ‘‘ Who never had 
a little jag will not amount tc 
much.’" In these nerve-racking 
times, when we are under a constant 
strain, most of us need something to 
soothe and quiet the nerves, to re- 
lieve worry, make us forget our 
troubles and gladden the heart Last. 
not least—to make us sleep. Alcoho. 
does that, and it is the least harmfu) 
of all the agente thet do it... Taken 
from that viewpoint alcohol  any- 
thing tends to lengthen our life and 
to decrease insanity, for the most 
frequent cause for breakdowns and 
insanity is worry; and the desire to 
forget is natural and wholesome. 
** It is an old and well-known thing, 
that who has worries likes a drink.’’ 

It has been said, and rightly so, 
that, alcohol Jesszens the capacity for 
brain work. Why, that is just the 
beauty of it! That is what we need 
--@ rest for our overworked brains. 
Only of course it should be taken 
after, not during working hours. 

As was said before, alcohol is, ob- 
tainable now and always will be, as 
it is needed and indispensable in nu- 
merous industries, to mention only 
perfumes and varnishes. But in the 
future it will be even more indis- 
pensable, because as it looks now, it 
will have to replace gasoline, when 
that gives out, and that will be in 
a comparatively short time. Then it 
will probably be necessary to let 
every farmer have his own. still, 
where he can make cheap alcohol 
from refuse, that goes to waste now, 
rotted fruit, &c. Therefore as long 
as we have to use Demon Alcohol. 
let us train him and ourselves so 
that he will be our servant and not 
our master. And that we will ac- 
complish by self-education in tem- 
perance. If we fail in it we will be 
badly handic&pped against nations 
like France and Germany, who -have 
learned how to drink without get- 
ting drunk. We might wake up from 
prohibition with a worse katzen- 





jammer than we ever had from 
alcohol. :

stronger than discipline. Every face 
in the command was set and earn- 
est. There was a purpose bchind 
every least exercise. It could be in. 
terpreted only as something tremen- 
dously close to the Hungarian heart. 
I have never seen soldiers, even dur- 
ing the great war, take their pro- 
fession so seriously. There was a 
certain impudence and a challenge in 
each face as I, unmistakably a for- 
eigner, watched them. There was a 
sure note of defiance in the com- 
mands, whether given hy Captain or 
Corporal. They worked hard morn- 
ing and afternoon. 

The first impulse upon watching 
these Hungarian soldiegs is to laugh 
inwardly. They seemed to be out- 
go0ose-stepping the old Imperial 
Prussian Army. True, it was not the 
much-discussed ‘‘ goose step’’ of 
lifting one leg high and moving it 
forward with the precision of a 
proud gander. Rather did these Hun- 
garian ‘“‘doughboys” move each 
foot forward with a -certain slow 
precision and then bring it smartly 
to the ground with a_ distinctive 
click, a thud. 1 thought as these 
Hungarian heels dug into the turf cr 
dented the hard roads, that each 
heel felt itself aimed at the face 
of a Rumanian enemy! 

The Hungarian Army, which the 
peacemakers limited to 35,000, is 
distinctly proud of itself. The offi- 
cers and men strut. about the streets 
of Budapest with an air of cock- 
sureness. They seem to carry a chip 
on the shoulder and impress you as 
having the punch to make good in 
the acid test. The Hungarian uni- 
form is a badge of honor fn official 
and civilian eyes—much more &)'than 


Tt have observed in the victor na- 

tions, including my own. The rea- 

son for this is perfectly obvious; it 

is the old story of 

"Tommy this and Tomy that and 
Tommy fall behind, 

But it’s please to march in front, 
Bir, when there’s trouble in 
the wind.” * * * 

These 35,000 soldiers represent the 
spearhead that some day will be 
thrust into the heart of Rumania 
by the united effort and combined 
force of six tmnillion people animated 
by one absorbing purpose. 

There is something indescribably 
charming about Budapest. Pride of 
race seems to surge forcefully 
through Hungarian veins. They do 
not act like a defeated people. There 
are no beggars and no signs of war's 
ravages. They act rather like a peo- 
ple smarting under an insult and bent 
upon a genuine and sincere apology, 
to be accompanied, of course, by a 
return of what the war cost them in 
territory. 

That Hungary has no fear of the 
result of a clash of arms with Ru- 
menia—provided tke other powers 
keep aloof—is certain. I asked a 
“Hungarian officer about the strength 
of Rumania’s army. With a dis- 
‘dainful shrug of the shoulder, he re- 
plied that numerically they were 
much stronger, but that the quality 
of their fighting men was so poor 
that Hungary had nothing to. fear 
from superior Rumanian numbers. 

In view of the fact that the Gen- 
eral Staff of the Rumanian: Army 
recently issued orders forbidding of- 
ficers to wear corsets or to use rouge 
or lipstick, it is surmised that they 
see trouble in the offing and are 


bent upon reforms of some kind; at

is to be the United States both as 
ultimate creditor and as possessor of 
the moral big stick. Vrovided the 
French forgive part or all of Ger- 
many’s debt to France, the United 
States is, according to this plan, to 
torgive the French debt to her. Ger- 
many would be pl to peace, her 
economic recovery ultimately as- 
sured. The German menace would 
be removed from France, thus as- 
suring the latter’s trade revival; the 
United States, to whom restoration 
of international trade is, according 
te this argument, more important 
than debt accrued, ought to be sat- 
isfied! 

The writer was surprised to find 
the number of persons who discuss 
such « plan seriously, not under- 
standing its difficulty, perhaps fu- 
tility, in each of the countries in- 
volved. The obvious obstacle is that 
it is based on contemporaneous ac- 
tion in three countries, each coun- 
try’s move being based on an “ if '’ 
in another country. 

Does any one, for example, believe 
that a mere constitutional promise 
on the part of Germany would re- 
lieve French necessity for reparation 
collections? For, so long as the 
French budget is balanced with rep- 
arations as the outstanding credit 
item, and so long as largély increased 
internal taxation is a political im- 

_ possibility in France, what differ- 
ence does a better German Consti- 
tution make? Cash, cash and still 
more cash is the cry of the politi- 
cians; fear of Germany is the club 
they uxe to raise It. 

As for this.country, when it gets 
down to brass tacks, how many of- 
fice seekers at the present time dare 
to face the hallot box on a ‘‘ forgive- 
the-French-debt ** platform? 

Mr. Hoover’s recent Ohio speech 
following on the heels of a similar 
White House announcement shows, 
incidentally, that the Administration 
is set on the opposite course. Amer- 
ica has sworn off the bonus for her 
own soldiers, is one of the arguments 
used. Is she, then, to declare a 
bonus for France? 

Indeed one of the symptoms which 
strikes the average American is that 
both Belgians and French still con- 
tinue to fight the war..

‘The compartment is reserved 
for officers allied.” I remarked 
that I was an allied officer and a 
reserve officer. 

** Most irregulaire,’” he snapped. 
“If you do not vacate, I shall call 
the guard,'’ which he promptly did. 
By the time the eviction squad ar- 
rived, including the guard, the un- 
der-guard, the train supervisor and 
apparently the entire crew, except 
one. porter, who had been royally 
tipped—I had had time to ratify my 
stand, determined to back it up by 
everything short of a fight. 

** Kindly explain to the officer,"’ 
I said, turning to his sister, who 
spoke English, “ that I appreciate 
the discipline which requires that 
German men and women stand all 
night long in the aisles, but (here 
offering a cigarette) I see no rea- 
son why it should be visited upon 
the wife of an American 
and with your permission it will 
not be.’’ 

Our Belgian hero refused the ciga- 
rette, and, with a grin, which he 
supposed to be insulting, fired the 
last shot: ‘‘ We do not like Ameri- 
cans to spend their money in Ger- 
many.”’ And, finally, as if it settled 
the matter: 

“* Et ’ Amerique nous a quitté. No 
longer are we allies!"’ 

As a fight was out of the question, 


repartee as Samuel Johnson called it, 
andended the encounter with a laugh. 
That laugh seriously wounded my 
opponent. It may be added that we 
did not move and that at the next 
station the Beigian band departed 
into the night. After crossing the 
Rhenish border the compartment 
was occupied by ourselves, an Eng- 
lish trader from Capetown, South 
Africa, a typical North German 
banker and his Polish mistress. The 
conversation, to say the least, was 
interesting. 

If travelers’ squabbles are unim- 
portant, the above is mentioned only 
because indicative of the prevalent 
anti-American irritation. Fortunate- 
ly, the jealousy is not deep-seated, 
even though the Paris Temps doer 
think that Columbus made a mistake 
when he discovered America.

O adopt English, plain ordi- 

hary English,-with the poems, 

the philosophies and stories 

written in English, 

principal study on which to 
base the training of the well-edu- 
cated man seems at first sight to 
be a startling innovation even in 
this age of revolutionary peda- 
gogues. Yet it has been put for- 
ward in England with all the au- 
thority of a Government committee 
of professors and literary men, and 
it was recetved with favor at a 
round-table conference, held last 
Summer by the London branch of the 
American University Union, at 
which forty or fifty professors and 
research students. from the United 
States were present. 

These round-table conferences, it 
may be said in passing, proved 
one of the most successful parts 
of the American University Union's 
work. They brought together for an 
hour or two, in a distinctly Amer- 
ican atmosphere, the large number 
of American ‘scholars, who are al- 
ways at work in London, and Dr. 
George E. McLean, London Director 
of the Union, managed to get men 
of the calibre of Lord Bryce or Lord 
Haldane to open the discussions. 
When the question of studies in 
English was debated, he obtained 


slightest aptitude for them, and it 
asserted that a preliminary sifting 
out of the linguistically dull by 
means of the study of English will 
effect a great economy of time, when 
the age for the beginning of Latin 
and Greek arrives. 

English in the past has, of course, 
been the principal sufferer from the 
pressure of subjects in the average 
school. 

But when the English professor 
has received his due share of schoo) 
time he is confronted with a seri- 
ous technical problem. What is he 
to teach and how is he to make it 
@ means toward that mental and 
character training which all true 
education demands? The very ab- 
sence of obvious difficulties in the 
study of English adds to bis per- 
plexity. Even a slightly educated 
lad can read Milton or Emerson, 
Thackeray or Dryden; but it re- 
quires all the learning of profound 
scholars to extract from them all 
that is in them. The schoolboy and 
even the undergraduate cannot, and 
the question is how to insure that 
they do not merely skim superfi- 
cially over the surface of great writ- 
ings and to test the knowledge they 
have acquired. 

One method of doing this, which 
has been much followed in the past, 
the committee unhesitatingly con-

mittee, of which he was a member. 

It is no petty object that the 
champions of English in the educa- 
tional world are pursuing. They 
contend that, if their advice is fol- 
lowed, it will be pussible to devise 
a system which will turn out just 
as fine scholars and men as the old 
classical curriculum, and will also 
establish a truly national system of 
education, which may be shared by 
students from all classes in a way 
that it was practically impossible 
that the training based on Latin and 
Greek could ever be. They are not 
in the least inimical to the classics, 
and they in no way depreciate their 
value as a vehicle of education, but 
they do deny that their pursuit is 
advantageous or possible to évery- 
body, and they boldly assert that 
English, if properly treated, may be 
made the subject matter of ‘*‘ The 
New Humanism.”’ 

For, it is argned, English has one 
implicit advantage. Whether he 
wishes it or not, as long as educa- 
tion is carried on in English every 
teacher must be a teacher of Eng- 
lish. He can, if he takes the trou- 
ble, contribute to the study of Eng- 
lish in a way that he never could 
to that of classics and modern lan- 
guages, ‘and this leads at once to 
one of the most interesting problems 
that the practical schoolmaster has 
to tackle. English is, of course, the 
mother tongue of the English and 
American boy and girl, but does it 
foliow that they really appreciate or 
understand their heritage? 

In a large number of cases it may 
be safely assumed they do not, and 
the professors’ committee pointed out 
several faults, which prove that the 
first task in the schoolroom should 
be the endeavor to teach children to 

ster the tong they speak. For 
example, when they read aloud they 
pronounce each word separately, 
** ticking them off like beads on a 
string,’ and pay no attention to the 
sense of a phrase; they may be ver- 
bally accurate, but they get no com- 
prehension of the meaning of the 
passage. So the committee laid 
great stress on the need of insisting 
from the first that children should 
read with understanding as well as 
precision, and that they should, 
moreover, be trained in listening 
while their teacher reads to them. 

But all this requires time, and no 
man today is more pressed for time 
than the schoolmaster. The com- 
mittee came to his aid by -propos- 
ing a lightening of the burden of 
foreign languages.- No child, it con- 
tended, should take up his first for- 
eign language before he is 12, and 
his second a year later. Moreover, 
if this rule be followed, the progress 
individual pupils make in the study 
of English will prove a useful guide 
as to their fitness for other lan- 
guages. The committee in no way 
advocated the disappearance of the 
classics from the regular curriculum, 
but it did consider that many boys 
and girls take them up without the 








It opp d altogether mak- 
ing a “ knowledge subject" of 
English. “ It is fatal,’’ it said, “ to 
concentrate on getting up the actual 
subject matter or elaborate annota- 
tions, and equally fatal to substitute 
for it a mere impression of literary 
history." That is to say, to call 
the study of English the learning by 
rote the names and dates of the 
works of famous authors or the dis- 
section of a Shakespearean play, in 
order to discover how many double 
negatives or faulty lines it contains, 
is to be guilty of an absolute trav- 
esty of what the study of our na- 
tional literature should be. 

On ‘the other hand, if the teacher 
relies too much on inculcating 4 
purely literary appreciation of the 
English classics he runs into an- 
other danger. It is as impossible 
to insure by mere instruction that 
every boy or girl should gain a feel- 
ing for literary merit as to give 
every man an ear for music or an 
eye for art. Moreover, it is the 
easiest thing in the world for the 
dull but persevering student to pick 
up a certain literary jargon, which 
he can use with considerable ef- 
fect when examination time comes 
around. There was an Archbishop 
once, who when asked on which he 
laid most stress, the learning or the 
piety of his candidates for ordination, 
replied: ‘‘ Learning, sir, learning. A 
man may deceive me concerning his 
piety, but he ‘can’t concerning his 
fearning."’ 

It is a great deal easier to ‘* get 


up’ the opinion of a writer, ex-|- 


pressed in a textbook, than to form 
individual views of one’s own, and, 
as long as there are examinations, 
there must always be a tendency to 
adopt the orthodox estimate of an 
author rather than run the risk of 
losing marks by expréssing heretical 
or unusual verdicts. Consequently, 
the conscientious teacher of English 
has always to be on his guard to 
prevent the most valuable part of 
his subject, the study of great works 
from the purely literary point of 
view, degenerating into a useless and 
dishonest ‘reproduction of the criti- 
cisms of other people in parrot 
fashion. 

This is the proposal that universi- 
ties might make the experiment of 
organizing their teaching of Eng- 
lish on the lines of the famous Class- 
ical Honors School of Oxford. In 
this there are two distinct examina- 
tions, each of which fs required in 
order to qualify for a degree. In the 
first or ** moderations,’" the under- 
graduate has to pass a pure lan- 
guage test; he must show his pro- 
ficiency in Latin and Greek, simply 
as and all other aspects 
of the books he has studied is sub- 
ordinated to that. In the second or 
** Greats,"’ knowledge/jof Latin and 
Greek is assumed and all the stress 
is laid on the history, the philosophy 
and the civilization which gave rise 
to classical literature. The two ex- 
aminations are complementary 
each other. ;

On: the. planet’ Harth,. however, it 
seems that we are attaining our full 
atatus ‘in just the opposite way. All the 
time new means are invented to stimu- 
late the keener perceptions and the 
completer exercise of our senses. In 
this way we have developed the five 
arts—painting, ‘poetry, music, architec- |, 
ture and sculpture. ‘Now comes Mrs. 
Mary Hallock-Greenewalt with. an in- 
vention by means of which she says she 
has caused to be brought into being a 
sixth art—an art that appeals to the 
emotions through color with the same 
delicacy and keenness of sensation that 
musi¢ makes its appeal through sound. 

This new art Mrs, Hallock-Greenewalt, 
who is an accomplished musiclan—a pupil 
of Paderéewski’s teacher, the late Le- 
schetzky—calls ‘‘ Nourathar,”’. an Ara- 
bilan word meaning ‘‘ Hssence of 
Light,” and her invention is known as 
a light-and-color organ. This instru- 
ment,.upon which its inventor has spent 
sixteen years, looks very much like the 
ordinary organ, is: played by the press- 
ing of keys, and, when manipulated by 
an expert, produces a succession of 
finely graduated lighting effects which 
act as an appropriate accompaniment to 
any musical composition, whether played 
by orchestra, voice, piano, violin or any 
other musical instrument. The play of 
color effects is especially applicable to 
dancing. 

The color organ was privately demon- 
strated at the Capitol Theatre in New 
York City last ‘Winter before usical 
and engineering experts and the press, 
and the opinion was voiced that this In- 
strumént possessed the capacity, in some 
fundamental way, of playing on the 
human soul. The idea enlisted the active 
interest of such organizations as the Aeo- 
Ulan Cempany. Pierre 8. du Pont, Pres- 
ident of the General Motors Corporation, 
became so enthusiastic about it that he 
has ordered a light-and-color organ espe- 
cially built, to be installed in one of his 
glass-incased conservatories at Wilming- 
ton. He has een giving free concerts 
there to the public for many years. 

When asked how she hit upon her in- 
vention, Mrs. Hallock-Greenewalt an- 
swered: 

= 2h bias eaecyanae of Wendy tak tetitnn 
with Leschetzky, I came back to Amer- 
ica fully equipped for, and keenly antic- 
ipating, concert work. For months I 
went from. one -manager to. another, 
hoping to find an opportunity for the 
public expression of my musical art. 
But everywhere the doors seemed closed 
to me. ‘There were more than enough 
pianists on the market, they told me 
rather -brutally—talent, even genius, 
was no longer the basis of success for 
a pianist, unless there was something 
sensational and startling about the per- 
sonality of the performer herself. 

‘I went home and thought the matter 
over. Should I take on freakish per- 
sonal attributes in order to draw to 
myself the attention of the managers 
and the public? No, I decided, I could 
never do that. The idea came to me 
that I must find something new—even 
something startling—not for myself, but 
for my art. ‘Then came the flash— 
sunlight makes the world sing; why 
shouldn’t light help the song sing? The 
vision; which resulted in the invention 
of the color organ, Came for an instant, 
and since then sixteen years have been 
devoted to the realization of that mo- 
mentary flash. For sixteen years 1 
have devoted my time and energies not 
only to the esthetic side of this new 
art, but to its mechanical side, which 
fneant learning about electricity, 
physics, engineering, in addition to 
everything under the sun about colors. 
I have drawn the plans and practically 
built every part of my color instru- 
ment myself.’’ 

Mrs.. Hallock-Greenewalt explains that 
there is, of course, nothing .fundamen- 
tally new. in the idea of color harmony.

At the Kingoré Galleries; until Nov, 26; 
the publie may see the paintings of the 
Duteh artist, H. G: Van Rinkhuyzen, 
whose work has not before been exhibited 
in this country. To the end of his life 
this painter was able to follow his path 
in his own way. He was not obliged to 
turn out potboilers, and often long pe- 
riods of time passed during which he’ re- 
frained altogether from painting. He 
studied Cézanne and/Van Gogi, and the’ 
swirling line of the latter reappears 
oceasionally in his flower subjects and 
landscapes, but he is not in bondage to 
it. His boat subjects are filled with life 
and animation, and even in his still life 
he has sought to express the mobility of 
golid objects. The “painting of a violin

PROHIBITION ‘NEWS’ SEEN AS PROPAGANDA 





the so-called ‘‘ Information Bureau 

of the Prohibition Unit of the 
T= Department of the United; 

States’’ in reality a propaganda 

machine? That is a question often 
asked in Washington. Major R. A. 
Haynes, the Prohibition Commissioner, 
whe organized the ‘Information Bu- 
reau,’’ has said that in establishing the 
bureau he had no thought of propagan- 
da, and that “there has been earnest 
effort to avoid it,’’ adding that the bu- 
real was started ‘‘ in response to the 
righteous demand of the people for in- 
formation concerning the activities, 
policies and accomplishments of prohibi- 
tion enforcement.’’ 

In this same statement, issued under 
date of Sept. 26 last, the Prohibition. 
Commissioner said that ‘‘it is gratifying 
to know that the object has been at- 
tairied, as shown by the changed atti- 
tude of newspapers and their represen- 
tattves, ** explaining that the latter’s 

‘quest for news * had been accommo- 
dated to the fullest extent ‘* consistent 
with discretion and departmental 
policy."’ Some of the things which he 
sald the bureau had accomplished in- 
cluded ‘*the banning of the so-called 
prohibition joke,’’ the “‘ crystallization 
of public sentiment’”’ and ‘“ reverence 
for constitutional law, as shown by edi- 
torials and cartoons.’ 

Exactly two weeks after Major 
Haynes issued through his bureau of 
information this eulogy of the bureau 
he gave out another statement through 
the same bureau on Oct. 10. Even some 
Republicans admitted that it smacked 
of political propaganda and said the 
statement plainly was directed against 
Atlee Pomerene, the Democratic can-, 
did&te for United States Senator from 
Ohio, and Victor Donehy, Democratic 
nominee for Governor of that State. 
Here is the statement, word for word: 

“WASHINGTON, Oct. 10,—Return- 
ing from a personal survey of Ohiog- en- 
forcement conditions at Columbus, Cin- 
cinnati and other points, Federal Pro-| 
hibition Commissioner R. A. Haynes 
said: 

“«*T-am pleased to report a continua- 
tion of progress that has marked. the 
administration of enforcement agencies 
under Director J. E. Russell, whose ac- 
tivities the last year have averaged 
$60,000 monthly in fines and penalties. 

*** Director Russell- reported to me a 
decided awakening on the part of the 
public, as well as the courts, to the fact 
that.Jaw enforcement is of the utmost 
necessity and that this awakening is of 
great help to his department. 

“‘*T was further informed that under 
the State code, which is one of the 
most effective in the couhtry, nearly a 
million dollars in fines was collected 
during the last year and one million 
dollars in taxes and penalties imposed.’ 

“In reference to the beer referendum, 
Commissioner Haynes predicted that it 
will be defeated by 150,000. 

“Asked as to political conditions, 
Commissioner Haynes said: ‘ President 
Harding’s. widespread popularity in 
Ohio and that of: his Administration 
was given.a decided impetus by the 
action against liquor on ships, and has 
increased estimates as to the result in 
Ohio, where the people are intensely 
devoted to strict enforcement. Added 
to the President's popularity is the high 
esteem in which Carmi Thompson and 
Congressman Simeon D. Fess are held; 
both of whom are unequivocal in their 
attitude on law enforcement: — 

***In- 1920 the women of Ohio voted 
‘almost en-masse for Harding, and every 
indication points to their giving his 
Administration afi equal endorsement in 
November.’ ”

“This whole business,’’ said a certain 
Senator, ‘certainly has all the ear- 
marks of propaganda; much of.it crude 
and some of it exaggerated.'’ 

This Senator said he had _ been .in- 
formed that a New York minister was 
on the Government payroll as an en- 
forcement agent, but that much of his 
time was devoted to speechmaking in 
favor of prohibition. 

“ Now,”’ said this Senator, ‘‘if one 
branch of the Government has the right 
to use Government money to send speak- 
ers at public expense over the country 
and to issue daily news sheets giving 
just one side of the question, it would 
seem that other branches of the Gov- 
ernment should enjoy the same privi- 
lege. It is entirely proper for Secre- 
tary Hughes to go to New York. and 
make a speech for Governor Miller or 
to write a letter to a friend urging the 
election of the Governor, but imagine 
the hullabaloo that would follow if Mr. 
Hughes had. used the official publicity 
service of the State Department to fur- 
ther the candidacy of Governor Miller or 
any other candidate for office! By in- 
direction that very thing was done in 
Ohio by this Prohibition Bureau.” 

If the bureau is to be taken at -its 
word they are fighting moonshiners and 
bootleggers in West Virginia with ma- 
chine guns. On Sept. 22 the bureau 
issued this news item: 

** WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Follow- 
ing recent gun battles in the West. Vir- 
ginia his authorities have decided to 
equip raiding officers and deputies with 
machine guns in order that they may 
be able to cope with bootleggers and 
moonshiners without fear of injury. 

*** These gun battles,’ one Sheriff is 
reported’ to have stated, ‘prove that 
those engaged in the making of moon- 
shine in West Virginia have reached a 
point of desperation and we do not wish 
to take any chances of having officers 
injured. Officers armed with revolvers 
can no longer cope with the situation, 
and whenever we go on raids hereafter 
we will be fully prepared.’ 

‘“*A raid in Harrison County resulted 
In the confiscation of two washboiler 
stills and the arrest of three alleged 
operators.”’ 

Another item of the same date would 
seem to Indicate that. the United States 
District -Attorney in Philadelphia would 
not wait for defendants charged with 
violating the law to procure counsel. 


Hurry-Up Hearings.

Prohibition Director John T. Davis of 
Pennsylvania reports that in the Phila- 
delphia district the Federal Grand Jury 
has under consideration approximately. 
250 indictments for violations of . the 
liquor laws, included in.which are those 
charged with using and. dealing in 
forged physicians’ certificates and sub- 
stituting water for whisky. District 
Attorney Colés says more cases will be 
presented than ever before were given 
a Grand Jury in this district, and that+ 
he will not be able to delay hearings 
to wait for defendants’ counsel.

This 
was the reason why it was the best, and 
the words are those of the bureau's 
own publicity service:: ” 

“‘There -were 659 cases developed in 
August, more than twice the number jn 
June and 119 more than in July. Au- 
gust taxes and penalties reported 
amounted to $2,288,060.32, more than 
three times those of June and $123,635 
more than in July.” 

There was no explanation of the as- 
sertion why twice as many liquor cases 
in August as in July indicated an im- 
provement in the generat prohibition sit- 
uation. ~~ ~ 

The Information Bureau disseminates 
much information of unquestioned value, 
such .as warnings against -poisons in 
bootleg whisky, the diseases that often 
follow as a result of dirty containers 
used in the distillation processes, the 
deadly effects of wood alcohol and other 
alcohols sometimes used by bootleggers; 
deciston of courts in important cas¢s. 
and similar facts of equal importance. 

Practically every branch of the Gov- 
ernment maintains a publicity service, 
but just now the hibition Bureau is 
the only one that happens to be the 
subject of considerable unfavorable 
criticism. These bureaus in most in- 
stances came into existence as a result 
of war conditions. 

The State Department maintains a 
press bureau, and when. the Secretary 
of State makes a speech the bureau 
gives to the newspapers in advance an 
official text of what-the Secretary will 
aay. Important information from 
abroad, in thea shape of statements 
based on the reports of Ambassadors, 
‘Ministers or consular officials, are 
made public when permissible. There is 
never any exaggeration, nothing in the 
form of editorial comment, no coloring 
of the facts, just simple, straightfor- 
ward narratives. 

The same policy applies in the War 
and Navy Departments, in the Depart- 
ment of the Interior and the Treasury 
Department proper—just the facts, the 
truth and nothing more. If a new com- 
mander is named for one of the fleets, 
if a new gun is tested out at Aberdeen, 
if a submarine meets with an accident, 
a battleship makes a new target record 
or Mexico protests against an Ameri- 
can border command, the essential, tn- 
colored details are made public. But 
that is all. 

The Department of Agriculture directs 
a great publicity service. It is in the 
‘form of publications, Pamphlets, &c., 
for the purpose of aiding the farmers 
in their, struggle with soil, insects and 
Climate. In: the cotton season all avail- 
able information: that may prove help- 
ful in the eradication or control of the 
boll weevil is scattered broadcast in the 
cotton belt. If the San Jose scale is 
discovered at work in the orchards of 
California or any other State the de- 
partment gets busy and tends a help- 
Ing hand. Advice in other matters relat- 
ing to agriculture and allied interests 
Hxewise emanate from the Department 
of Agriculture as a part of the cam- 
paign. that has been going on. for the 
tlast’ decade to make American farm life 
more profitable as well as more at- 
tractive.

GOING JULES VERNE ONE BETTER. 





O trip around the world in history 
N er fiction ig. more familiar than 

that of Jules. Verne’s hero, 
Phineas Fogg. By traveling at break- 
neck speea the circuit of the globe was 
made, as ell the world knows, in just 
eighty days, and not so much as a sec- 
ond to spare. A pleasure cruise is to 
be made around the’ world soon which, 
by a curious chance, will require a trifle 
Iess than eighty days of actual sailing 
time. The distance covered will be con- 
siderably longer than that of the famous 
journey of Verne’s hero. 

Verne made several errors in the 
schedule Re laid down for Phineas Fogg. 
With all the improvement in travel by 
train arid steamer, it is still impossible 
to’ equal the time made by Fogg in sey- 
eral stages of his journey. Verne’s con- 
eeption of America, which doubtless re- 
flected @ common opinion in France at 
the time, today furnishes. amusing read- 
ing. 

Evidently Verne neglected to consult 
the time tables of his day. According 
to his schedule ‘for the world trip, Foss 
would have missed several connections 
and inevitably lost hig bet.. ‘The steamer 
he took from Suez to Bombey, for in- 
stance, was supposed to haye made the 
trip in thirteen days, which waa quite 
impossible, since even today: {it can be 
done with good luck only ip. fourteen 
Gays.

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GIRL’S BONES SHOW EARLY SURGERY 





EVEN... splints..bound about the 
broken bones of the wrist in the 
skeleton of a young girl . un- 
earthed in the Aztec ruin in New 
Mexico. are the earlier known 

evidences of surgery on this continent, 
according to Earl H. Morris of the 
American Museum of Natural History. 

Mr. Morris, who is in charge of the 
excavation of this remarkable ruin, 
said that the skeleton was more than 
800 years old, but that it was impossi- 
ble to say how much more than 800 
years. In some estimates the earlier 
parts of the ruins have been dated many 
thousand years back. 

The broken bones had apparently been 
set and the splints carefully bound about 
them with twine made from the fibres of 
a weed. The name Aztec was applied 
to the ruin because it was originally 
supposed to be the, site of an Aztec 
city, but further investigation showed 
that the city was occupied by the fdre- 
runners of the present Pueblo Indians 
Blaborate buildings found ‘here are sdid 
to be the first apartment houses in 
America. 


The discovery of. evidence of skill in 


cause the setting of bones was among 
the earliest arts of. human beings. The 
earliest remains show evidence not only 
of surgical treatment of broken bones 
and other injuries, but indicate also that 
prehistoric man suffered from all sorts 
of diseases and was not the perfect phy- 
sical specimen that has often been sug- 
gested. The movements back to nature 
and back to the customs of primitive 
man are not likely to. produce the re- 
sults expected, according to these dis- 
coveries. ‘ 


Bad Teeth an Early Affliction. 


Bad teeth was one of the earliest af- 
flictions. The teeth in the Rhodesian 
skull found two years ago and ascribed 
to man itt the early stages of his evolu- 
tion were found to have. suffered from 
decay during his lifetime. This startled 
many dentists who have attributed the 
decay of teeth in modern life to a fall- 
ing away from the diet of our primitive 
ancestors which was~thought to ktep 
teeth In perfect preservation. Other 
remains have indicated that -early man 
was a, sufferer from the toothache. 

About the first thing the intelligent 
-human being did when he learned to 
use his hands with some ‘cleverness 
was apparently to practice dentistry on 
himself. This was one of the first arts 
to achieve high development. At a very 
early period Egyptians achieved great

Sir Auckland Geddes, the _ present 
British Ambassador at Washington, 
made an elaborate study of Eoan- 
thropus,; or the dawn man, who left 
behind nothing except a few implements 
and the famous Piltdown skull. This 
skull showed. a thickening. about the 
eyebrow ridges and temples which led 
to an investigation of the structure of 
the bone. Geddes pronounced it a case 
of acromegaly, a. disease frequent in 
modern man. The alternative sugges- 
tion has been made that it was Paget's 
disease, 

The earliest semi-human remains show 
evidence of disease. This is Pithecan- 
thropus erectus, the earlier creature 
which seems to have had human ‘char- 
acteristics. These remains were found 
in a river deposit in Java in 1891. 
Pithecanthropus probably had a very 
painful existence, and carried himself 
about with a heavy limp. A great 
bony growth was found on the femur, 
which indicated a long-continued path- 
ological condition. 


May Have Been the First Science. 


Surgery may have been the first sci- 
ence, according to Dr. Roy L. Moodie, 
who, in discussing disease and injurv in 
fossil men in the Scientific Monthly, 
said: 

:“* While from the actual evidences 
nothing whatever is- known of the state 
of surgery during the most ancient pe- 
riods of man’s development, may we 
not safely surmise that these primitive 
ape-like humans pondered in a vague 
way over the means of curing disease 
and‘ injury and thus laid a foundation 
¢or’the development of that knowledge 
of surgery which we see emerging from 
the darkness in the late Paleolithic and 
the early Neolithic races thousands of 
years later? An instinctive licking of 
the injury is a forerunner of antiseptic 
appliance.’ Quietness and seclusion af- 
ter fracturing a limb were the instinctive 
acts preceding the use of bark skin or 
hardened clay. splints, . 

““The. most famous of the skeletal Ter 
mains representing mén of the old stone 
age, when surgery had its first recorded 
existence, are portions gf.a skeleton of 
an extinct species of-man found in a 
cave in @ valley of the Neander River 
in the Rhine province of Prussia, hence 
the individual is known as the Neander- 
thal man. The proximal end of the left 
ulna had evidently been fractured, since 


ular fossa. The left humerus also- shows 
signs of injury in consequence of which 
it doubtless remained much weaker than 
the right bone. Virchow thought that 
the condition of this ancient man in- 
dicated rickets. If so this would be the 
oldest evidence of rickets in man, but 
Schwalbe restudied the question and:

E next United ‘States Senate will 
fnclude some of the most diverse 
Personalities ever gathered to- 
gether in that body,. and their 
political convictions will be as far 
batt as the men themselves.

His is the bearing of the Amnna- 
polis-trained athlete. He was born in 
Michigan, and will be 59 years old in 
January. 

Dr. Henrik Shipstead, a St. Paul 
dentist, ‘was the first candidate of the 
Farmer-Labor Party éver elected. to 
the uppér House of Congress. ‘Within 
two years he has forged tothe front.as 
one of the leaders of the radical po- 
litical group. which has shown such sur- 
prising strength in the Middle West. 

Shipstead will line up inthe Senate 
with La Follette and. Brookhart. He has 
so stated on every platform in Minne- 
sota.

-NLY the Turkish Army of all the 
‘armies“in thé world is hungry 
for conquest.-. Only the Turks 
are ready and eager at this 
moment for a strong offensive 

movement against civilization. In the 
light of re¢ent events this constitutes a 
very grave danger to the whole world, 
Other nations, war-worn and weary, ask 
only for peace. The Turks ‘have néo com- 
merce, no manufactures, no merchant 
marine. They: have. nothing td‘ lose. 
They have no culture. They have 
no training save in bearing arms, no 
science save the science of war, no art 
save the lethal art. They are mere ma- 
rauders. 

Three years ago, on Nov. 9, 1919, 1 
wrote for THe NEw York Ths an 
article under’ the title ‘*‘ Mandates or 
War?’’ in which I asserted that unléss 
we assumed the responsibility in Con- 
stantinople and the Ottoman Empire 
then urged upon us we could look for 
another war in the Near East. I set 
five year’ as the limit in time for that 
disaster. ‘We declined the mandate and 
thé war has come.in three years.

The remainder is supplied by -the 
amounts drawn from registration, bank- 
ing operations, taxes on income fitles, 
apecial tax on Payments, duties on 
sugars and. saccharine, income produced 
by the State properties, public estates, 
and so forth. 

According to French tradition, the 
main part of the public’ revenues is 
drawn from indirect taxation. This 
should be remembered when compari- 
sons are mate with the systems of 
taxation of other nationg—EXngland, for 
instance, where direct taxation plays the 
most important part. , 

In regard to the French military estab- 
lishment. I cannot do better than to 
quote from a statement by M. Poincaré 
which seems to have escaped adequate 
attention in this country. -He said: 

“The armaments of France must sat- 
isfy international obligations resulting 
from the application of the peace treaties 
as well as the necessities of the security 
of the country, the dominions included. 

“For application of the peace treaties 
the charges of France reach 160,000 men 
(occupation Rhineland, Sarre’ Bazin, 
Constantinople, Syria, Cameroons, 
Togo). No other country in Europe as- 
sumes such heavy international obliga- 
tions. ‘ 

‘* For her own security France must 
take care of her dominions, maintain 
good order inside her territory, protect 
all the territory against enemies coming 
from outside. 

“The dominions require for their ec- 
cupation and protection 230,000 men, 
which, with our obligations @nd charges 
owing to.the treaties, means 390,000 men. 

* For the maintenance of good order 
inside the country France has not, like 
most other countries, special’ organiza- 
tion. Besides policemén and Repyblican 
Guards—a total of 23,000 men—the-main- 
tenance. of good order requires'a mini- 
mum of 125,000 men, and our army has 
to assunmie the work. 1 
“To sum_up, compared with the pre- 
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quarters of her coal, more than nine- 
tenths of her iron ore and 70 per cent.

He 
knows that. German-industries are run- 
ning, for the most -part, at full blast; 
that German wealth is being transferred 
to other countries and. that Germany 
ig the principal purchaser of British 
ships, beth cargo and passenger vessels. 
He cannot be made to see that merely 


marks are practically valueless outside 
Germany. ‘He cannot. understand. that 
if -the Allies, were. to- seize .German .in-

This increases the difficulty of . the 
French political situation. The, clear- 
headed: publie.official realizes. that Ger- 
many cannot pay and capnot be made 
to pay now, but if he says so publicly 
it means that he merely loses his office 
and so loses his voice in affairs as well 
as hig potential usefulness to his coun- 
try. It is useless for bim to attempt to 
discuss the reparations question frank- 
ly with his public. It is equally useless 
for him to propose that France disarm 
to a greater extent or more rapidly than 
has been done. And this situation haa, 
after a fashion, isolated France. It has 
cut her off from the world currents to- 
ward disarmament and economic stabil- 
ity. 

But if her politicians are helpless, they 
are not more milstaken, certainly, than 
the politicians-of other Huropean coun- 
tries, Sir George Paish, the noted 
British économist, during his visit to 
the United States tarred all of them 
with the same brush when he said: ‘‘Al- 
ready the policy of the statesmen of 
Burope is fast bringing the strongest 
nations of Europe to ruin, and before 
long the ‘statesmen of other nations of 
the world, if permitted to do so, will 
bring their countries into similar con- 
dition.”’ 

When we are better acquainted with

|WIVES QUESTION EQUAL PAY 


Labor Candidates Expected ‘to 


‘ Suffer in Consequence—33. 


Women Up for Office. 


/

N Great Britain today, with a gen- 
-@ral_ election ‘furiously proceeding, 
the question of questions is what 
the women will do with their 
votes. The Labor Party is strong 

in the field, and the question is one, 
that affects not politics only 
ut industry, for the Laber Party sim- 
ply. means the trade unions in another 
form. If, then, the wife of a worker 
shoulda refuse to vote for a Labor can- 
didate, it might imply that she is none 
teo enthusiastic a supporter of “the 
ranch,” or what the Americans would 
call “* the local,” to which her husband 
pays his weekly dues. And there are 
reasons for thinking that already her 
influence on the unions, thus negative, 
“hag been formidable. In 1915, before 
women were enfrandhised, the number 
of trade unionists was 2,682,357. <A year 
ago the membership. was 6,416,510, 
which great increase was due to the 
perity of war. But today the figure 
fallen to 5,127,308, and it is said 
that next year there will not be more 
than 4,000,000. Something ‘thas happened 
in the homes of the workers to under- 
mine faith in the upions.. And that 
thing Includes the rough end ready crit- 
fcism of the women. 
During the war, membership of a 
union was advocated as an’ insurance 
‘@gainst certain definite dangers. With 
‘Wages ample and regular, the weekly 
premium on this insurance was not felt 
to be a burden. What the workers 
then feared was that peace would bring 
deflation, and with deflation, a lower 
acale of pay and unemployment. The 
unions were to prevent these evils. And 
if they did eo prevent them, they would 
be well worth the comparatively little 
mmoney that they. cost. The event has 
shown that the unions have not been 
able to maintain. wages and have not 
prevented unemployment. Indeed, they 
have actually aggravated some evils 
against which they were to have been a 
Protection. Nothing has _ contributed 
more directly, to.low wages and unem- 
ployment than did- the revolutionary 
atrikes on the railways and the coal 
fields: And it was not the worker him- 
aelf who felt ‘most the results of these 
disastrous stoppages in production and 
distribution.

000 men on the register and 7,000,000 


women.. Most of those 7,000,000 women

In ja nation where the women 
outnumber the men by several millions 
the unmarried woman is doubtless an 
tmportant political factor. Often she is 
an intellectual, She studies deeply, the

She earns her living as a doctor, 
@& nurse, a teacher, a writer, an actress, 
a clerk, a propagandist and even as a 
lawyer. In many cases she is rarely 
eloquent, and frequently she displays 
the persona] piety which lent such no-

sincerities of public life she is usually 
shocked, and often she has turned in 
disgust both from the Liberal and the 
Conservative Parties to Labor, finding 
in that word a boundless scope for her 
enthusiastic and irresponsible interpre- 
tation.

Does it mean, so she 
asks, that a man with his wife and six 
children to support is to recelve no more 
on Saturday than some chit of a girl 
who puts all her wages on her back? 
Not always has the wife grasped the 
more subtle argument that by raising 
women’s wages to the level of men’s, 
for similar work, you prevent men’s 
wages being undercut by the competti- 
tion of women. That ‘ts an exercise tn 
economics which she—with her unspoken 
rivalry toward the spinster—may not 
have had time to look into. For this 
wife is ‘also a mother... In ten years

That 
will show you fairly well how the re- 
sult will work out—the theory being that 
if a man is “ doubtful” on the eye of 
the poll the chances are that he has 
really decided to..vote ‘‘ against,” only 
he doesn’t want to say so. To give an 
example—iet us suppose that the final 
canvass shows ‘‘favorable"’. 7,000: 
“‘ against’ 6,000; *‘ doubtful” 800. You 


-would then calculate your vote as 7,000 


less 15 per cent., that is, 5,950; while the 
other side would poll 6,800; and the 
chances are that you would be beaten, 


Voting Not Complicated. 


The question today {s thus not what 
the busy housewife was thinking a fort- 
night ago, but what sheis thinking after 
several chats with some canvasser, who 
in most cases will be herself a woman. 
The politicians are not a class apart. 
They are neighbors paying a neighborly 
visit. The vote may be on a big scale, 
but it is not a mass vote. It is a vote 
won and lost singly. It is given for a 
candidate whom every electres# can see 
for herself. And it is certain that every 
electress will have had all sides dinned 
into her ears before she puts her cross 
on the ballot paper. Andiit {s only one 
cross that she has to inscribe. Her vote 
for Parliament is not In any way com- 
plicated by her vote from her town, 
county, city or parish. It is not for “a 
ticket’ that her support is sought, but 
for an individual, and the qualifications 
of the individual thus count enormously 
in the result. 

We hear much about the degradation 
of the British Parliament. But thé fact 
is that there has never been so much 
eagerness to enter that Parliament as 
there is today. Men and women of 
every class in the community are sub- 
mitting themselves for élection, in num- 
bers wholly without precedent. Some 
seats are, of course, uncontested, but 
for the others there are on the average 
nearly three candidates for every’ con- 
atituency to be fought. The issues to 
be decided are vital. And the people 
know it. The women know it. Take 
Constantinople. The Turks are there 
challenging Burope. and especially Brit-

ain. Is Britain or is she not to take 
this challenge lying down? Will the 
women atand by Lioyd George in his 
appeal for & firm hand or will they pre- 
fer to withdraw the influence of Britain 
from the Near Bast? And, secondly, 
the Labor proposal to levy a tax on the 
capital value of property. If Labor car- 
ries the vote of the workingman’s wife 
this might be “‘ put over,’"’ but not if 
the working woman's vote is divided. 
And finally temperance. Lady: Astor 
is here a symbolic figure. She stands 
against the drink trade as a woman 
standing against the unduly expensive 
luxury of the:-man. With every family 
in Britain spending an average of $5 
a week on drink it is obvious on the 
face of it that the saving of that $5, or 
half of it, will mean more for the home 
than all the schemes of the Communists 
put together. 


Thirty-two Women Candidates. 


Of the thirty-two women candidates, 
standing at this election, it is thus no 
wonder, perhaps, that only six are en- 
dorsed by the Conservative Party, or- 
ganized under Sir George Younger, the 
brewer. And of these six, Lady Astor 
is one. Against her a Conservative 
“* wet ’’ has been put-into the field, with 





ample funds and encouragement to do 
his worst. It thus follows that the 
women, as judged by their candidates, 
are six to one against the present ex- 
cessive sale and consumption of liquor. 
Another and not less startling fact 
is. the obliteration of the so-called 
militant woman. From this election the 
personality of the Parkhurst family and 
all it stands for have heen substantially 
withdrawn. A candidate like Mrs. Ten- 
nant is the very dpposite in character 
to such. hysteria and violence; while 
Margaret Bondfield, the Labor leader, 
is as brilliant an/orator, as scholarly a 
student and as capable an organizer as 
most. statesmen, even of the front ‘rank. 
The type of woman who comes forward 
is thus serious, responsible and well- 
informed. She has that: to-Say which 
Parliament ought to hear. She-has that 
to advocate which Parliament ought to 
do. Often she belongs to those families 
which were rich but are now poor. That 
England: needs saving’ is only too. true. 
In morals, teligion and finance, England 
is at the cross-roads. If there is one 
influence that can ‘save England it is 
the influence of women, themselves 
often wives and mother’, who are bring- 
ing home to men the truth of how the 
other half of the world réally lives.

‘Frank Attitude That State’s

HAT effect can a State's anti- 
prohibition sentiment have 
upon the ultimate fate of the 
Bighteenth: Amendment, the 
Volstead act and the enforce- 

ment of the dry laws pending a decision 
as to their repeal or modification? 

The question was one of those most 
debated during the campaign just ended. 
The discussion has continued since the 
elections: even more generally. Gover- 
hor-elect Smith of New Zork and Sen- 
ator-elect Edwards of Néw Jersey made 
appeals to the voters largely on the 
basis of their/opposition to the present 
forms of the prohibition laws. In other 
States the “* wet '’ voters won successes 
more or less marked. Nobody denies 
that there has been a display of ‘dis- 
satisfaction which will at least prolong 
agitation against the extreme dry laws, 
if not bring about a change in them. 

A very -prominént, New. Yorker—one 
of the stanchest advocates of prohibi- 
tion—made. this significant «statement 
last week to a representative of Tu 
New YORE Tirurs: : 

“I have come to realize only recently 
the vast harm that is being done in the 
way of official corruption because of the 
present prohibition laws. If the cause 
succeeds in the end it will be at a ter- 
rific price.” ; 

He said he was not prepared to 
change his, epinion that prohibition 
would win eventually, but admitted that 
his confidence had received ‘a shock. 

Throughout the campaign Governor 
Miller made the point that prohibition 
was not a question for a State election, 
and Mr. Smith argued in effect that the 
expression of a State’s sentiments could 
have an important influence toward 
modifications .permitting the sale of 
Nght wines and beer. Mr. Edwards in 
New Jersey. was even more outspoken..in 
his hogtility to the whole prohibition 
proposition.

If. some people had their way it would 
be made a misdemeanor to suggest that 
any motive except the highest public 
spirit animated any of the Fathers of 
the Constitution. The Constitutional 
Convention, like the Supreme Court of. 
the United States, cannot be consid- 
ered @ sacred body so long as its de- 
cisiona were reached by majority votes. 

Careful ‘modern studies of the Con- 
stitution show that its amezing clearness 
and effectivenesa are not due to the 
wisdom of statesmen who spun the sec- 
tions out of their own minds, but are 
based upon previous experience. -The 
Fathers ef the Constitution drew upon 
Parliament tn some degree, but prin- 
clpally used the experience of the colo- 
nies, States and Centinental Congress, 
and Congress of the Confederation : and 
they left out as much as they adfpted. 

Fallacies Abeut the Fathers. 


The effort to show that the Constitu- 
tion was’ made by a body of landown- 
ers, manufacturers, merchants, bond 
holders, shipbuilders, sla ve-own'!ng 
planters, and so forth, who fixed the 
text so that they might collect their 
bonds in full, falls to pieces of its own 
weight.

By non-essential traffic is meant that

It ought not to be a ‘difficult matter 
to reroute this traffic over the streets 
that are best for it. ,.In many instances 
the congestea districts aré reached 
through a few streets which serve as 
gateways; and here the diverting of the 
non-essential traffic can .-be accom- 
plished by plainly marking the ears 
signs and by stationing a few motor- 
cycle officers to_ remind motorists that 
the ordinance is not a mere decoration 
on the statute books, .. It would not be 
practical to attempt to stop every driver 
and inquire as to his reasén for using 
the congested area, but it would only be 
necessary to trail a few violations in 
order to spread the news of enforce- 
ment. 


If a driver proceeds straight along 
““Main. Street,” using it merely as a 
thoroughfare when some less congested 
street would serve him better, he has 
only to be tagged for the offense. <A 
little generosity in tagging on the part 
of the police would take much of the 
glamour out of the flame. The lesser- 
traveled streets would soon begin to 
look more appealing to a lot of drivers; 
and presently traffic would be better 
distributed. 


Keeping check on this sorting of traf- 
fic could be accomplished with far less 
effort than has been expended by many 
cities in regulating the pedestrian, ex- 
amining condition of cars, and one thing 
or another. It is simply a matter of 
getting the subject clear to the motorist. 
With such an ordinance in force he 
would no more take a chance on going 
sightseeing around the congested dis- 
trict than he would leave his car stand- 
ing in front of a fire hydrant.

The conflict came, as I had foreseen, 
but fits outcomes was more fateful than 
any One could have guessed. When the 

Pench withdrew from Cilicia they left 
behind large ammunition dumps and 
quantities of machine guns, with other 
naterial of war. These, with the sup- 
olies obtained from the Italians and the 
Bolsheviki, enabled the Kemalists to 
equip an army which inflicted on the 
Greek forces one of the most over- 
whelming military disasters of modern 
imes. General Hadjanestis, in charge 
xf thé Greek Army, who had been be- 
fore in a hospital with hallucinations. 
Was arrested last October while suffer- 
ing with delusions and returned to hos- 
pital restraint. The mercuriel Greek 
temperament, the repudiation of such a 
statesman ag Venizelos, and the restora- 
tion of such an unworthy King as Con- 
Stantine, all played their part toward 
the result. 

For the position taken by Great 
Britain in the. recent crisis I have the 
warmest admiration. The world doer 
not yet realize the extent of its obliga- 
‘ion to the Lloyd George Government 
That the responsibility for holding the 
Turk in check did not devolve upon « 

people more stable and capable. thar 
the Greeks. {s to be regretted, but {it is 
no reflection upon the British policy. 

The Turk, docile in defeat, ts ferocious 
and intractable in victory..I fecall vivid- 
ly the effect on the Turkish spirit of 
the withdrawal of the British fleet and 
army from the Dardanelles, in’ March. 
1915. ‘I shall g6 down in history.”’ 
Enver Pasha told me, “ae the man 
who defeated the British fleet.”” Up to 
that time the Turkish leaders had been 
cringing and fearful. Straightway they 
became arrogant and insolent, confident 
that they could conquer mankind and 
become once more a world power. They 
celebrated their triumph by massacring 
the Christian populations with inde- 
scribable atrocity: That same spirit has 
been reawakened by the recent victories. 
For the firat time {in history the Turk 
has regained territory wrested from him. 

The Turkish Army set out . toward 
Constantinople, but its leaders hoped to 
go on to Athens, to Sofla, to Belgrade, 
perhaps even to the walls of Vienna. 
Against that ambition Great Britain 
was the sole barrier. France and Italy 
refused to lend a hand, and France 
even withdrew her troops from Cha- 
nak. England played the part last Sep- 
tember. which Poland had played in. the 
seventeenth century. She turned back 
the Turkish armies at the threshold of 
‘urope and. saved the world from in-

In that dec 
laration the clique of Kemalists arro 
gated to itself the sovereignty of th 
nation, all executive and legislative pow 
ers, the right to declare war and mak: 
Peace, and the abolition of the Sul 
tanate. It announced that a Catiph, t 
be selected by the Angora Parliament 
from the Osman family, would con 
tinue to sit at Constantinople as thc 
religidus head of the nation. 

If this were to bring civil war in 
Turkey, it would be a cause for thanks- 
giving. But I am inclined to believe 
that the race, which worships military 
success, will be more likely to deify 
Kemal than“to rally to the discredited 
Sultan. The Sultan is powerless. He 
has no army. As for Kemal, he is like- 
ly to be autocrat in name only, for 
even he will not be able to disregard 
the secret orders of the committee, which : 
has taken to itself the name of the 
Nationalist Party. He may for a while 
‘tylanize the country. Whether the 
committee will set up a republic utider 
that name does not much matter. What- 
ever it is called, it will remain an oll- 
@archy. Kemal’s term of power must 
depend on the good es of his asso- 
clates. But this, iike the establishment 
of a sort of twin Caliphate in Constan- 
tinople and Mecca, is really of minor 
importance. The fact of major impor- 
tance is that, on the eve of the. Lau- 
sanne conference, arranged in order that 
terms might be laid down to a defeated 
enemy, a jealous, disorganized and dis- 
cordant array of European delegates will 
face a Turkish delegation not crest- 
fallen, but exultant and self-assertive. 

Tt is this situation of jealousy and dis- 
cord which has perpetuated the Turkish 
Dnipire in Kurope. Unsupported, Great 
Britain cannot keep the Turk in his 
place; and if he is not kept in: his place, 
Bulgaria and Germany-may follow suit. 
If the Turk may so easily defy the Bu- 
ropean powers and set at naught the 
conventions they have drawn, why not 
they? This small bend has demon- 
strated to the world (in which the United 
States is still included) that while the 
big fellows are fighting among them- 
selves over the balance of power, any 
Getermined little fellow can upset their 
calculations. The Buigars are straining

aquestionably observing events closely.

It is difficult to see ‘‘the miraculous 
element ’' ascribed by your correspon- 
dent, “A Jew,” in Tue Tres of Oct. 8 
to the healing by the prophet Hlisha of 
‘the leprosy of Naaman the Syrian, or 
even any “ healing’’ at all worked hy 
him personally. The prophet. did noth- 
ing but advise him to bathe. 

The whole beautiful story told in II 
Kings v. has been repeatedly explained 
and: rationalized in the clearest man- 
ner. From time immemorial the mud 
of he Jordan was and is famed for its 
cure of diseases of the skin, and all 
that. Elisha did was to recommend what 
really ‘was mud bathing.’ 

Of course, it may be said. coHoquially 
that a physician “‘curés’’ when the 
treatment he prescribes ig followed suc- 
cessfully although it-be no more than 
to bathe in muddy or mineralized water, 
but such .a cure ‘cannot called a 
miracle. The ‘seven times’’ named 
by Elisha is not to be taken literally, 
as ‘seven times’’ was a well known 
Hebraism for a great many, an indefi- 
nite ee of times. (Cf. St. Matt. 

It is to be remembered that Naaman’s 
leprosy was ‘in its initial stage. The 
infected part of his body was so small 
that it could be covered by the hand 
(verse 11) and so more easily healed, 
The leprosy of Gehazi, the servant of 
Elisha, came_from wearing the infected 
clothing. of _Naaman. The text when 
understood does not mean that Gehazi’s 
whole system was at once filled bn 
the disease in consequence of Elish 
denunciation of his conduct... .“* When 
he went out from his (Elisha’s) pres- 
ence white as snow,’’ states his condi- 
tion when his term of servi ended, 
which among the Jews was enerally- 
seven years.

Wo the Edito¥ of The New York Times: 

Referring to President Harding’s offer 
in today’s Truzs of “a prize for any 
practical ~concrete suggestion (exclusive 
of war) for the collection of the foreign 
debt to the United States,’’ I beg through 
your columns to. apply for this prize. 
Make the debtors able and willing to 
pay. ‘This is concrete and practical. 
It is not simple. It might even involve 
risking more capitel—but as an alter- 
native to war it is simple and cheap 
as well as. concrete and practical. When 
it comes to details that is a matter for 
experts of many kinds, but even a tyro 
may venture some concrete suggestions. 
In the matter of making willing: 

1. Show gratitude to France for for- 
giving interest and lending more to 
Franklin, 

2. Show mercy on Atstria and others 
by easing up a little on England's in- 
terest so that she can do,better the work 
of guarantee, which we are unwilling 
to do. 

3. Treat all debtor nations not as 
bankrupt nations but as fellow banks in 
serious financial difficulties at a time 
of sharp financial crisis. 

‘As for making able, this problem evi- 
dently calls for nothing less than world 
settlement. It. calls for nothing more; 
$11,000,000,000 would ‘be a bagatelle to a 
settled world. - Applied brains can do it 
—if properly organized. One hesitates to 
suggest that the League of Nations is a 
body already partly organized for the 
work and would be a useful starting 
point for prompt work. It is at present 
unequal to the job, but it has become a 


good, concrete, going plant which  co- 
operative brains might turn into an ef- 
fective machine.for immed opera- 
tion. It is easy enough to point out 
deficiencies in the League.

THE COST OF GROWING GRAPES 


To the Editor of The New York Times; 

I have read in THe Timms the market 
quotation on grapes. ‘‘ Choice New York 
grapes, 60 to 65 cents per twelve-quart 
basket.”’ The basket bolds seventeen 
pounds of grapes and the’ empty basket 
costs li cents. The average price of the 
fruit may be taken at 3 cents a pound 
or $60 a ton. 

It would be a good thing for the con- 
sumer to. know what went into the pro- 
duction of these grapes. I own a vine- 
yard of four and one-half acres in New 
York State. I work in the city Winters 
and on my farm during the long vaca- 
tion. As I am a school teacher this is 
very convenient. Any vineyardist who

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WINE AND STR ON G DRINK_ 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In THe New York Times Magazine 
of Oct. 15, Don P. Halsey, attorney at 
law, in: defending wine. and beer and 
condemming what he calls strong drink, 
says that the Eighteenth Amendment 
recognizes a distinction in principle, 
morals and law between wine and strong 
drink; that beer and wine are not in- 
toxicating; that Congress has power to 
define as non-intoxicating any beverage 
having even more than 15 per cent. of 
alcohol; that the Volstead act should 
be modified to allow beverage use of 
beer and wine. It is the common obser- 
vation. and experience of the centuries 
that beer usually containing less than 
5 per cent. and wine less than 15 per 
cent. of. alcohol are in, fact intoxicating. 
In the 100. years of liquor reform in 
America culminating In the Eighteenth 
Amendment, beer and wine were always 
recognized and accepted as intoxicating 
beverages and their prohibition was. in- 
tended and attained. f 

When speaking ofthe power of Con- 
gress, that power must be defined as 
constitutional -power—the power con- 
ferred only by the Constitution. So 
defined, Co has no power to pass 
or modify. pan 3 law so as to. violate the 
Constitution. The Eighteenth Amend- 
ment imposes a necessity upon Congress 
to define intoxicating liquor and the Su- 
preme Court says that Congress has the 
power to define.it. But the Constitution 
does not confer and the court does not 
say that Congress has power to maké 
an-incorrect definition—one which would 
violate and defeat the purpose of the 
Constitution. The power is limited to 
making a correct definition—one which 
will attain the purpose. ® * * 

Scientifically and constitutionally, 
there is only: one completely accurate 
definition of intoxicating liquor. When 
that definition is written, it will say 
that‘an intoxicating liquor is any liquor 
containing an intoxicant. In defin 
intoxicating liquor, Congress is not\con- 
stitutionally limited to thinking in terms 
of alcohol and naming. alcoholic’ per- 
centages. The Eighteenth Amendment 
is more gee and comprehensive than 
that. and there are intoxicating’. drugs 
other than alcohol. The American peo- 
ple and Congress have thought and de-

Only a small 
number of outside workera were em- 
ployed, and most ef these served as 
volunteers or for a bare livelihood. 

Conditiong were found to be even 
worse than expected. Thousands were 
starving, literally. Suicides for lack of 
food ‘had become alarmingly frequent, 
particularly among women students. 
Large numbers, both men and women, 
had no place to liye, but spent their 
nights in railway. stations, parks and 
gemeteries. Rags took the place of 
clothing. 


' Many young men were found to pos- 
sess only one presentable suit of clothes 
and to take turns at using this for the 
purpese of attending classes. Others 
Shared beds or lodgings in the same 
way, one man staying out one night to 
let his comrade sleep under cover, and 
the latter- stayed out the next night. 
The relief needed and granted fell 
under five main heads: Food, clothing, 
housing, medical aid and books. Of 
1,300 refugee students examined at 
Prague, 275 were found to be suffering 
from tuberculosis in different stages.

LUMBER CENSUS. 


Vast Amount of Wood Belng Used 
in PPoduction of Pulp. 


The dreary-looking. figures of the re- 
cently issued census statistics of the 
lumber industry for 1919 tell many 2a 
significant story of changing economic 
conditions.in-the United States if under- 
standingly examined. 

Although the output of lumber reached 
its maximum in‘ 1909, when it was. 44,- 

,000,000 feet, the number of persons 
employed in~ the industry in 1919 was 
> which is but little less than in 


The number’ of mills reported is 37,- 
964, of which 32,568 are merchant estab- 
lishments. The payroll of. these’ mills 
was not less than $713,000,000; -rent -and 
taxes amounted to $55,000,000 and the 
cost of materials was $874,000,000; while 
the value of the products was $2,071,- 


000. 

Including pulp and paper and other 
wood-utilizing industries, the total num- 
ber of establishments engaged in making 
forest products is over 40,000, the num- 
ber of employes. about a million, and 
pe value of the product nearly $4,000,- 


000. 

In 1919 the Southern States, including 
the so-called: North Carolina pine States 
—being North Carolina, South Carolina 
and Virginia—produced 16,000,000,000 out 
of the total of 34,552,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber produced, and the Pacific States 
about 9,000,000,000. ’ 
“The Southern territory was also in the

FAVORS’ MUNICIPAL GARAGE. 


Dr: Harriss Suggests That Big One 
Might Be Built Under Park. 


Dr. John A. Harriss, Deputy Police 
Commissioner in charge of traffic, re- 
recently suggested the erection of a huge 
municipal -garage under Central Park. 

Discussing this plan Dr. Harriss said: 
“There are 8,100 miles of streets in 
Greater New York. There are also 
28,500 intersections. All these intersec- 
tions dnd the 3,100 miles of streets are 
controlled by 951 traffic posts. I men- 
tion these figures so that you may know 
that at the present time the traffic divi- 
sion of the city is under-manned. We 
have, all told, in the entire division of 
traffic, only 1,200 men. Of these 1,200 
men about 600 are on duty at one time. 

‘There is a problem that is ever in- 
creasing in this city and in fact through- 
out the country, and that is the num- 
ber of deaths and injuries. In the year 
1921, 991 people -were killed in the City 
of New York; 25,458 were injured. 

‘““You may get an idea of the enorm- 
ous amount of work that is eccmeng J to 
control traffic corditions in New. York 
City when I tell you that on the streets 
of the city at all hours of the day up 
till midnight, there are 4,833,000 people 
traveling to and fro. The control of the 
traffic division in this city is vested in 
approximately sixteen traffic . officers, 
qanging in rank from Inspector down to 

aptain. 

‘“T particularly wish to emphasize the 
importance of the parking ordinances of 
the city and the method whereby. event- 
ually we will be able to do away with 
congestion that is increasing at an 
alarming rate.

A. $2,000,000 BUILDING PROGRAM 





With a building program calling for 
the expenditure of approximately $2,000,- 
000 scheduled for next Spring at Forest 
Hills West, the newest suburban resi- 
dential colony will doubtless hang up a 
mark for the construction of homes by 
individuals that will stand for some 
time. 

That this record total will be greatly 
increased, if not doubled, during the 
latter months, of 1923 is indicated by 
the fact that this figure represents less 
than one-third of the plans of the 552 
buyers who absorbed the tract of some 
8,500 lots of the Matawok Land Com- 
pany at an auction conducted last Sum- 
mer by Joseph P. Day. 

The figures were obtained from q\ues- 
tionnaires sent out by the Forest Hills 
West Association, an organization 
formed by the Iot buyers, and-which ‘'s 
doing something unique in the develop- 
ment of a home community.

Special care should be exercised by all. 
por a making use of unac- 
emergency heating ax 
ae bg the Nationat Board of 
Fire Underwriters, which © publishes 
some hints on thé use of ofl stoves, 
portable: gas heaters and glectric re- 
flector heaters. The special paints to 
have in mind in using bituminees coat} 
are also stressed. 

Kerosene, while not as hazardous as 
if Staaetieng gives off. inflammable vapors 
that are explosive under certain con- 
ditions. The board expresses the opin- 
fon thag-the portable ofl stove will be- 
come a household apnijance in many 
families in the near future, and. says 
that its use should be attended with 
great care. Numerous fires have heen 
caused by filling the reservoir while the 
wick was lighted. All filling should be 
done by daylight and well away from 
open fires or burning lights. The heat- 
ers should not be placed where they will 


fe) 
come in contact with curtains or other 


such light, inflammable householé stuff. 
Heaters should not be placed teo close 
to woodwork. 

Great care should be taken that the 
spring catches which secure the upper 
cylinder to the lower section are strong 
and working properly. If the @atch is 
weak and the heater is lifted the catch 
gives way, causing the heater to open 
like a jack-knife, with the consequent 
probability of fire and injury, says the 
board. The catch should be eXamined 
frequently and kept in proper repair. 
The heater skould gever be carried: or 
moved while lighted. Defective: wicks 
are another danger point in oil heaters. 
If the wick does not entirely fill the 
wick tube of the burner, free communi- 
cation between the Mame and the space 
above the oil in the reservoir is possibile, 
and the vapor, ascending, comes in con- 
tact with the burning wick, flashing 
back to the reservoir. Occasionally wick 
and burner should be boiled in a strong 
solution of soda or lye and carefully 
dried before being again put in use. 
This not only enhances safety of opera- 
tion, but actually makes the heater burn 
better, © 


As to the Gas Heater. 


The portable gas heater also should 
be kept away from woodwork or fur- 
niture: Rigid iron piping is esteemed 
preferable for connections. If ofdinary 
flexible gas tubing is used, the board 
recommends that @ conmections be 
made secure by binding with wire or 
otherwise. When not in use #he gas 
supply should always be shut off at 
the source—the fixture top and not at 
the stove. Painful and sometimes fatal 
injuries have been sustained by persons 
wearing loose garments, passing too 
close te the flame, where open-f@ont gas 
heaters were used. 

Care should also be exercised similarly 
in the use of electric reflector heaters. 
Electric cooking utensils are rated per- 
fectly safe, as lohg as properly used. 
They should not bé placed, however, 
upon combustible surfaces, or teft in 
contact . while: not in active operation. 
Such appliances should be disconnected 
at BB socket when they are not in 


service.

Precautions Are Necessary. 


“The hazard will be particularly 
acute where furnaces are designed for 
the use of anthracite; hence, to over- 
come the additional dangers created by 
substituting bituminous coal, the fol- 
lowing precautions should be taken, in 
addition to the flue-cleaning already 
mentioned :

Competitien in Insurance. 


The opening of opportunity to all led 
to the formation of scores of insurance 
companies based on the Lioyd’s -plan 
and .cut-throat competition ensued to 
the detriment of all. Only a dozen of 
them survive, for the year 1872 was 
known as a pence pe one for marine 
insurance. The act of 1871, by which 
Parliament allowed Lioyd’s to become 
a corporation, limited its business to 
marine insurance, and though the mem- 
bers did write other business it was 
not until 1911 that a new act swept 
away the legal inhfbition...

DESCRIBED IN A BOOK | ra 


Charles 0. Cornelius Writes on 
Famous Cabinetmaker in Met- 
ropolitan Museum Volame. 


The Metropolitan Museum has brought 
out @ book, “ Furniture Masterpieces of 
Duncan Phyfe,’’ by Charles Over Cor- 
neliua, published for the Museum by 
Doubleday, Page & Co. The book Is the 
direct result of the assembling of material 
for an exhibition of the work of Duncan 
Phyfe at the Museum and Mr. Cor- 
nelius, the writer, is Assistant Curator 
of its Department of Decorative Arts. 
The examples of the work of the famous 
New York cabinetmaker shown in the 
exhibition, included pieces long in the 
possession of old’ families. 

In itself it is a beautiful piece of book- 
making, bound in soft, old-blue paper- 
covered boards, with white back, cleat 


type on fine heavy paper, and with 
innumerable illustrations. e frontis- 
piece shows the warehouse and work- 
rooms of Duncan on Fulton Street.

Respect the Law, Including Pro- 
hibition’ and Speed Rules, 
Rockefeller Tells Bible Class. 


Save your pénnies,- work eight hours 
a day,. write down how you spend every 
Penny you receive, make a budget at the 
beginning of each year and live within 
your budget, and don’t run an automo- 
bile unless you can-efford it, was the 
advice given yesterday morning to the 
Young Mén’s Bible Class of-the Park

Sept. 14, when she says she saw the 
Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall and Mrs. 
Elenor R. Mills killed in a struggle 
by ‘‘ the bushy-haired man’’ whom she 
has identified, while the ‘‘ woman ‘in 
gray ’’ looked on. 

According to Mr. Pfeiffer, this neigh- 
bor, Mrs. Nellie Low Russell; a negress 
living near the Gibson farm, has sworn 
that she was with Mrs. Gibson from 
about 10 o’clock to 11 o'clock that night 
at and between their respective homes, 
a mile or more from the scene of the 
murder. 

In addition to his attack on Mrs. Gib- 
son's story, Mr. Pfeiffer also attacked 
the credibility of William Phillips, the 
watchman at the New Jersey College for 
Women, near the Hall home, who says 
he saw Mrs. Hail return home elone at 
2:10 o’clock the morning after the mur- 
der. 

Phillips Committed for Perjury. 

Mrs. Hall has said that she and her 
brother, ‘‘ Willie ’’ Stevens, entered the 
house at 3:30 o’clock after going to the 
church ‘to look for her husband. Ac- 

‘to Mr. Pfeiffer, Phillips wes 
ted to the Tombe for perjury in 
1916after-he had turned informer ana 
caused the arrest of mien in an attempted 
safe robbery at the Rockefeller Institute, 
where he was then émployed as a watch- 
man. Files of THz New Yokxu Times show 
that @ man named William Phillips was 
committed for perjury.in that case, al- 
though the case .was dropped after he 
had been admitted to bail. 

Phillips admitted last night that he 
was. the man committed to the Tombs 
for perjury by Judge Wadhams, but em- 
phasized that he had never been con- 
victed.. He told reporters that he had 
never told the authorities that he had 
seen Mrs. Hall come home at 2:10, as 
they ‘have announced.

CANTCARRY LIQUOR 


Our Vessels Registered Abroad 
Must Not Transport Rum To 
and From United States. 


BOARDISSUES STIPULATIONS 


Violation Will Void Transfer and 
Make Craft Liable to Seizure 
Wherever Found.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12. — American 
ship owners who. expected to circumvent 
the Daugherty ruling against lquor on 
American vessels by transférring part or 
all of their fleet to foreign registry re- 
ceived a setback today when the regula- 
tions governing any such transfer were 
made public by the Shipping Board: 

Applications for such a transfer, it is 
revealed, will be considered by the board 
gnly where the. transfeQ:e agrees that 
the ships will not be used to transport 
intoxicating liquors to or from the 
United States. In the event of violation; 
the transfer of flag would become null 
and the ship subject to seizure and for- 
feiture ‘‘ wherever and whenever found, 
without. compensation to any «person 
therefor.”’ 


The facts. which the board must’ pos- 


to place an American ship undér a for- 
eign flag, as madé public today, are es 
sentially ag follows: 

The application imugt be in the form 
of an affidavit made by the seller. ar, 
the transferor, as well as an affidavit 
of the purchaser or transferec, addressed 
to the Secretary of thé Shipping Board, 
and--atate that the undersigned on -be- 
half of the seller of the vessel, which 
is documented or undocumented under 
tHe “laws of the Wnited States, and on 
behalf of the purchaser, applies for the 
approval of the board, pursuant to the 
provisions of the Shipping act: of. 1916 
as amended, or the Merchant Marine 
act of 1920, of the sale of said vessel, 
and for the further permission of the 
board to transfer the vessel to another 
flag, said flag to be named'in the ap- 
Plication.
